|l  T MAY  be  safely  asserted  that  since  the  first  volume  descriptive  cf  any  town  or 
i|  city  was  put  before  the  public,  no  other  work  ever  attained  the  wide  circula- 
tion  or  attracted  the  general  interest  that  the  “Annals  of  San  Francisco”  com- 
manded. In  that  now  historic  and  somewhat  rare  work  is  found  the  following  account 
of  the  naming  of  San  Francisco  Bay: 

“Without  dwelling  on  the  successive  establishment  of  the  other  missions,  let  us  say  a 
few  words  upon  that  of  San  Francisco.  The  missionaries,  in  proceeding  northwards, 
with  the  intention  of  reaching  Monterey,  happened  to  take  the  eastern  side  of  the  range 
of  mountains  which  borders  the  coast  north  of  San  Diego,  which  place  they  had  just 
left  after  establishing  its  mission.  They  undesignedly  passed  by  Monterey,  and  jour- 
neyed cn  till  they  reached  the  magnificent  bay  and  harbor  which  are  now  called  San 
Francisco;  and  which  are  said  to  be  so  named  from  the  following  circumstances: — Fa- 
ther Junipero,  on  leaving  Lower  California,  had  received  instructions  from  th^isi/ador, 
or  Inspector-General  of  the  Spanish  Government,  respecting  the  names  of  the  proposed 
missions,  and  the  saints  carefully  selected  from  the  calendai^^o  whose  special  patronage 
they  should  be  entrusted;  but  among  them  the  name  of  St.'  Francis  did  not  happen  to 
occur.  ‘What!’  exclaimed  the  good  missionary,  surprised  and  shocked  at  such  an  in- 
sulting neglect,  ‘is  not  our  own  dear  Father,  St.  Francis,  to  have  a mission  assigned 
to  him?’  To  this  remonstrance,  the  visitador  calmly  replied,  ‘If  St.  Francis  wish  a 
mission,  let  him  show  you  a good  port,  and  then  it  will  bear  his  name.’  When  accord- 
ingly the  missionaries,  in  their  progress  northwards,  discovered  the  spacious  bay  men- 
tioned, they  cried  out,  ‘This  then  is  the  port  to  which  the  visitador  referred,  and  to 
which  the  saint  has  led  us — blessed  be  his  name!”  And  forthwith  they  named  it  San 
Francisco  Bay,  in  compliment  to  their  patron  and  guide.” 

It  was  more  than  sixty  years  later,  and  the  Holy  Fathers  were  even  then  saddened  by 
the  decay  evident  to  the  least  observant,  that  was  gradually  sapping  the  life  of  the  once 
flourishing  missions,  when  a young  heretic  in  search  of  health,  a bright  student  working 
as  a foremast  hand  on  a Yankee  hide  drogher,  on  December  4th,  1835  entered  San 
Francisco  harbor  which  he  describes  as  a’magnificent  bay  and  adds  “behind  the  point 
is  a little  harbor  or  bight,  called  Yerba  Buena  in  which  trading  vessels  anchor,  and  near 
it  the  Mission  Dolores.  There  was  no  other  habitation  on  the  side  of  the  bay  except  a 
shanty  of  rough  boards  put  up  by  a man  named  Richardson  * *”  nor  was  much  im- 

provement shown  in  the  decade  following  the  since  famous  “Two  years  before  the  Mast” 
which  Dana  experienced.  When,  after  gold  was  discovered  the  hardy  pioneers'poured 
into  the  country  by  sea  and  land,  a city  named  San  Francisco  sprang  up  as  by  magic. 
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and  its  growth  and  advancement,  its  struggles  with  corruption  and  disorder,  its  vigi- 
lantes, the  completion  of  the  mighty  band  of  steel  that  linked  it  first  with  the  East,  the 
change  in  its  commerce  wrought  by  the  change  of  California  from  a mining  to  an  agri- 
cultural State,  all  has  been  told  in  poetry  and  prose,  until  not  a romantic  incident  or 
prosaic  fact  remains  that  is  not  embalmed  in  type.  It  is  about  the  city  of  to-day  this 
work  treats,  of  its  present  resources,  its  future  prospects  and  the  men  who  are  carrying 
on  the  -work  so  well  begun  by  the  pioneers.

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How  can  San  Francisco  be  described?  It  has  been  a theme  of  travelers,  correspondents, 
poets,  and  authors  for  half  a century.  Like  a kaleidoscope,  the  view  constantly  changes. 
The  San  Francisco  of  Dana,  even  when  seen  on  his  second  visit,  was  not  the  San  Fran- 
cisco of  Brete  Hart,  and  the  San  Francisco  of  to-day  differs  from  all.  With  a popula- 
tion of  300,000,  according  to  the  extremely  unreliable  census  of  1890,  and  in  fact  with 
at  least  25,000  more  inhabitants  today,  with  towns  and  cities  numbering  more  than  100,- 
000  souls  which,  if  in  the  same  juxtaposition  to  Chicago,  would  long  ago  have  formed  a 
part  of  that  corporation,  with  romantic  suburbs  overlooked  to  seek  less  beautiful  scenery 
in  the  Yosemite,  with  picturesque  bits  on  almost  every  street,  and  views  from  tenements  in 
the  slums,  that  the  wealth  of  New  York  cannot  buy  and  that  Chicago  would  import  at 
any  cost,  if  like  a Libby  Prison,  they  could  be  transported;  with  such  a wealth  of  scen- 
ery, flowers,  pure  air  and  warm  sunshine,  that  the  stranger  alone  really  appreciates  and 
about  which  the  native  growls  if  for  a day  it  is  absent,  is  it  to  be  wondered  at  that  San 
Francisco  is  among  cities  unique?  It  combines  in  its  citizens  the  energy  of  the  North, 
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the  love  of  pleasure  of  the  South,  the  freedom  of  the  West  with  the  shrewdness  of  the 
East.  The  love  of  flowers  is  a passion  found  nowhere  else  save  in  the  South  Sea  Is- 
lands. The  attention  to  business  surpasses  New  England,  the  generosity  to  guests  equals 
that  of  a Spanish  grandee. 

As  for  the  plain  unvarnished  facts,  which  although  not  printed  here  for  the  first  time 
are  of  value  for  reference,  the  city  is  on  a peninsula  between  San  Francisco  Bay  and 
the  Pacific  Ocean,  and  the  city  and  county  being  one  and  the  same,  occupy  26.681 
acres  at  the  northern  end.  The  bay  needs  no  description.  It  has  been  famed  for 
half  a century  as  one  of  the  finest  harbors  known,  able  to  accommodate  the  shipping  of 
the  world  with  room  to  spare.  The  city  has  one  hundred  and  forty-five  churches,  over 
fifty  hotels  including  the  Palace,  which  stands  alone  nothing  exactly  like  it  being  found 
anywhere  else.  Its  public  gardens  and  parks  number  twenty-four,  nearly  thirty  reputa- 
ble places  of  amusement  cater  to  the  wants  of  the  public,  while  to  enumerate  the  public 
buildings  such  as  the  Mint,  Exchanges,  municipal.  State  and  national  buildings,  the 
business  structures  and  hotels  worthy  of  note,  would  occupy  more  space  than  can  be 
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devoted  to  that  purpose  in  this  work.  Of  the  latter,  however,  San  Francisco  is  better 
supplied  than  any  other  city  of  her  size  and  a few  of  the  leading  caravansaries  are  de- 
scribed below. 


HOTEL  PLEASANTON. 

The  Hotel  Pleasanton,  which  is  situated  on  the  corner  of  Sutter  and  Jones 
Streets,  is  the  fashionable  hotel  of  San  Francisco,  and  is  almost  exclusively  patronized 
by  the  best  families  of  the  city  and  state  as  well  as  by  the  eastern  tourists.  It  is  con- 
veniently located  within  easy  reach  of  the  business  centre  of  the  city,  and,  by  means  of 
the  cable  cars  which  pass  its  doors,  is  in  touch  with  the  net  work  of  transportation 
facilities  which  envelop  the  entire  town.  Yet  it  is  removed  from  the  disturbance  and 
bustle  of  the  maddening  throng  of  the  great  thoroughfares — an  advantage  that  is  not 
possessed  by  any  other  first  class  hotel.  The  location  of  the  Hotel  Pleasanton  is  four 
hundred  and  fifty  feet  above  the  level  of  the  sea,  and  it  commands  a magnificent  view 
of  the  city,  the  harbor,  and  the  adjoining  country. 

The  Hotel  Pleasanton  is  a six-story  building  and  contains  two  hundred  and  fifty 
rooms  which  are  furnished  in  the  most  luxurious  manner.  The  building  is  as  near  to 
being  absolutely  fire  proof  as  is  possible  to  get,  the  walls  being  lined  throughout  with 
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asbestos  ; there  are  also  three  broad  stair  cases,  a number  of  exterior  fire  escapes,  and 
hose  plugs  all  over  the  various  floors.  There  are  two  dining  rooms  for  guests,  two  for 
children  and  nurses,  besides  reception  rooms,  billiard  rooms,  reading  rooms,  smoking 
rooms,  etc. 

The  table  of  the  Pleasanton  is  everything  that  the  most  fastidious  gourmand  could 
wish.  It  is  liberally  supplied  with  every  delicacy  the  market  affords  cooked  and  served 
in  the  most  perfect  manner. 

The  Hotel  Pleasanton  is  under  the  management  of  Mrs.  M.  E.  Pendleton,  who 
makes  a successful  and  amiable  hostess. 


The  California 
Hotel,  Bush  Street 
near  Kearny.  — ^On  the 
site  formerly  occupied 
by  the  old  California 
Theatre  and  Assembly 
Rooms,  on  Bush  street 
near  Kearny,  there  has 
been  erected  a large 
eight-story  and  a half 
hotel  which,  in  point 
of  architectural  beauty, 
commodiousness,  and 
elegance  of  appoint- 
ments,  has  no  superior 
in  the  United  States. 
The  structure  is  built  of 
carved  stone  and  press- 
ed brick,  and  pr.  si  nts 
a most  artistic  and  at- 
tractive external  ap- 
pearance. Internally 
it  is  arranged  with  a 
view  to  combining  util- 
itarian comfort  with  the 
utmost  degree  of  luxuri- 
ous refinement.  Its 
location  is  singularly 
happy,  being  right  in 
the  center  of  the  busi- 
ness  and  amusement 
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easy  of  access  from  all  railroad  depots,  ferry  landings  and  steamboat  wharves,  and,  by 
means  of  the  net  work  of  street  railroads  which  envelopes  San  Francisco,  in  direct  com- 
munication with  the  most  remote  of  the  residence  and  social  sections  of  the  city. 

The  furnishings  of  the  interior  of  the  California  are  simply  superb.  That  of  the 
first  floor  is  in  antique  oak;  the  second  in  bird’s-eye  maple;  the  third  and  fourth  in 
sycamore;  the  fifth  and  sixth  in  red  birch;  the  seventh,  eighth  and  ninth  in  natural 
oak.  In  everything  there  is  an  artistic  variety,  solidity  and  absence  of  flashness. 
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The  California  is  conducted  on  the  “ European  plan,”  and  its  restaurant  depart- 
ment attracts  patrons  from  all  over  the  city.  The  dining  room  is  richly  fitted  up,  and 
is  looked  after  by  a staff  of  accomplished  and  obliging  attendants.  The  service  is 
prompt  and  consequently  the  viands  are  put  before  guests  in  the  condition  they  should 
be  in.  The  table  is  kept  liberally  supplied  with  every  delicacy  which  money  can  ob- 
tain, and  the  kitchen  department  is  presided  over  by  men  who  rank  as  artists  in  culin- 
ary matters.  During  the  evening  meal  an  orchestra  performs  light  selections  in  the 
dining  room.  There  is  also  a magnificent  banquet  hall,  and  a number  of  exquisitely 
furnished  private  dining  rooms  for  theatre  and  other  parties.  The  cellar  is  supplied 
with  every  established  brand  of  liquid  refreshment  knowji  to  the  gourmet. 

The  hotel  contains  over  one  hundred  and  forty  suites,  and  is  supplied  with  a ladies’ 
music  parlor,  a grand  drawing-room,  an  elegant  ladies’  reading  room,  a conservatory, 
and  a ball  room,  besides  the  usual  public  rooms  which  form  a part  of  the  office. 

Attached  to  the  California,  and  fitted  up  in  a style  of  similar  luxury,  is  a magnifi- 
cent bar,  a commodious  billiard  room,  etc.  The  hotel  is  supplied  with  an  electric 
light  plant  consisting  of  five  dynamos  and  three  8o-horse-power  engines  which  supply 
light  to  two  thousand  five  hundred  lamps.  In  the  way  of  sanitation  and  security  from 
fire  the  building  is  as  near  to  perfection  as  science  and  money  could  make  it. 

Mr.  A.  F.  Kinzler,  an  experienced  and  courteous  manager  and  caterer,  who  has 
had  charge  of  the  Brunswick  Hotel,  New  York,  and  the  Auditorium  Hotel,  of  Chicago, 
is  the  manager  of  the  California,  and  guests  who  have  stopped  in  the  house  say  that  he 
is  a host  who  makes  them  feel  at  home. 

The  Lick 
House  of  San 
Francisco  may 
truly  be  said  to  be 
one  of  the  city’s 
landmarks.  It  is 
situated  on  the 
corner  of  Mont- 
gomery and  Sut- 
ter streets,  and 
was  erected  in 
1 86 1 by  the  late 
James  Lick,  who, 
in  addition  to  be- 
ing one  of  the 
most  prominent 
and  enterprising 
of  the  early  band 
o f pioneers,  i s 
LICK  HOUSE.  now  known  the 

wide  world  over  as  the  founder  of  the  famous  Lick  Observatory  and  a philanthropist 
whose  benefactions  have  taken  a great  variety  of  forms. 

The  leading  characteristic  of  the  Lick  House  may  be  said  to  be  the  quiet,  yet  ele- 
gant refinement  of  its  appointments.  Everything  is  luxurious,  but  nothing  is  flash. 
Its  great  dining-room  is  typical  of  the  whole  establishment  and  is  admittedly  one  of  the 
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most  recherche  apartments  of  the  kind  in  the  United  States.  The  building  is  massive 
yet  plain  in  its  external  appearance,  and  is  only  three  stories  in  height — a fact  which 
must  commend  it  to  nervous  people.  It  contains  two-hundred  and  eighty  rooms  and 
in  its  internal  arrangements  and  furnishings  is  laid  out  and  designed  to  combine  the 
most  ornate  effects  with  utilitarianism  and  comfort. 

The  Lick  House  was  first  opened  by  Messrs  Johnson  and  Malt,  but  of  course  in  the 
long  interval  which  has  elapsed  the  management  has  changed  several  times.  At  present 
and  since  the  first  of  March,  1891,  it  has  been  under  the  charge  of  Mr.  K.  B.  Soule, 
a caterer  of  sagacity  and  experience.  The  Lick. is  emphatically  the  family  hote 
of  San  Francisco  and  under  Mr.  Soule’s  management  this  class  of  patronage  is 
especially  attended  to.  The  table  service  and  general  service  is  prompt,  obliging  and 
capable;  the  table  itself  is  kept  generously  supplied  with  the  best  of  everything  that  the 
market  affords,  and  the  kitchen  is  in  the  hands  of  men  who  rank  as  artists  in  their  busi- 
ness. In  connection  with  the  hotel  there  is  a restaurant  service,  where  tasty,  appetiz- 
ing, yet  homelike  meals  are  served  at  all  hours.  Ladies  living  in  remote  parts  of  the 
city,  or  in  the  adjacent  suburbs,  find  the  quiet  surroundings  of  this  establishment  par- 
ticularly agreeable  when  shopping,  visiting,  or  other  engagements  compel  them  to  lunch 
in  town.

The  Golden  Gate^Park  is  the  pet  of  officials  and  the  pride  of  the  citizens  andj  under 
the  able  management  of  the  present  commissioners  and  their  predecessors,  ’all  having 
handled  the  steadily  increasing  finances  with  ability  and  honesty,  it  is  rapidly  becoming 
a candidate  for  first  place  among  the  great  breathing  spots  of  the  world.  Lacking  jstill 
in  works  of  art,  which,  however,  are  increasing  year  by  year,  it  has  in  variety  in  foliage, 
in  trees,  shrubs  and  flowers,  in  attractive  views,  in  the  sudden  change  from]  wilderness 
to  advanced  cultivation,  from  inland  view  to  broad  expanse  of  ocean,  a variety'of  charms 
no  other  public  park  [commands,  and  what  taste  and  money  can  supply  is  yearly  being 
added. 
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To  some  a description  of 
San  Francisco  without  men- 
tioning Chinatown,  would  be 
the  play  of  Hamlet  omitting 
the  character  of  the  Prince 
of  Denmark,  but  anything 
written  of  that  quarter  would 
be  as  trite  as  the  preceding 
remark.  Like  the  once  fa- 
mous Five  Points  in  New 
York  and  Seven  Dials  in  Lon- 
don, it  exists — a blot  on  the 
city,  which,  like  the  blemishes 
of  a professional  mendicant  are  publicly  shown  to  attract  attention  and  earn  money 
from  the  disgusting  sight  It  is  a feature  more  oriental  and  picturesque  but  less  squalid  M 
than  the  slums  of  cither  New  York  or  London,  and  being  favorably  situated  forms  an  I 
attractive  resort  for  strangers  bent  on  “doing”  the  city.  I 

The  press  of  San  Francisco  compares  favorably  with  that  of  any  other  municipality,  ■ 
and  population  considered,  the  leading  dailies  command  a larger  circulation  than  the  E 
metropolitan  dailies  or  those  of  Chicago.  The  Examiner,  Chronicle,  and  Call  as  gen-  w 
eral  morning  newspapers,  the  Commercial  News  and  Shipping  List  as  the  exponent  of  n 
business,  and  the  Post,  Bulletin  and  other  evening  papers  compare  favorably  in  literary 
merit,  enterprise,  and  circulation  with  the  best  of  their  class  in  any  city  in  the  world.  \ 
Solomon  said  “of  making  books  their  may  be  no  end”  and  the  same  may  be  said  of 
newspapers  in  San  Francisco  where  upwards  of  two  hundred  are  regularly  published. 

The  cable  system  of  street  cars  is  an  attraction  alike  to  the  citizen  and  the  visitor.  It  -j 
is  one  of  the  regular  amusements  on  bright  warm  evenings  to  take  a “dummy”  ride  and 
enjoy  the  ever  changing  views,  while  it  has  made  possible  a residence  on  the  lofty  hills  „ 
where  by  no  other  means  could  cars  be  taken.  The  net  work  of  roads  spreads  through-  . 
out  and  overall  the  city,  and  for  a single  fare  one  may  ride  for  miles  and  by  the  system  j 
of  transfers  reach  any  portion  of  the  city  from  any  starting  point. 
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James  Lick,  a philanthropist,  left  a most  munificent  bequest,  or  series  of  bequests, 
to  the  city.  Through  his  generosity  it  was  possible  to  erect  the  Pioneer  Hall,  a building 
bequeathed  to  the  Society  of  California  Pioneers,  which  includes  all  who  arrived  in  this 
State  prior  to  1850  and  their  descendants.  This  building  is  a notable  one  and  the 
Society  something  unique,  few,  if  any  other  States,  preserving  the  traditions  of  its  early 
settlement  in  any  formal  manner,  while  throughout  California,  Admission  Day,  the 
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9th  of  September,  is  honored  as  is  only  the  Fourth  of  July.  The  native  Sons  of 
California,  chiefly  descendants  of  Pioneers,  properly  take  a leading  part  in  the  exercises 
of  the  day,  and  Pioneer  Hall  is  naturally  the  rendezvous. 

The  California  Academy  of  Sciences  occupies  a handsome  building  on  Market  street 
adjoining  the  Pioneers’,  also  a gift  of  the  same  liberal  benefactor. 

: 'I'he  City  Hall,  a building  that  has  cost  millions  of  dollars  and  is  still  incomplete,  is 
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another  prominent  feature  of  the  city.  The  extent  of  ground  it  covers,  its  possibilities, 
architecturally  and  in  accommodations,  seem  limitless,  but  it  is  a structure  that  will 
still  take  years  to  complete.  Even  in  its  present  condition  it  is  an  ornament  to  the 
city.  Above  reference  has  been  made  to  the  Golden  Gate  Park,  but  there  are  thousands, 
who  cannot  afford  time  to  go  to  that  great  pleasure  resort  and  the  city  government  has 
shown  wisdom  in  providing  lesser  breathing  places  in  close  proximity  to  the  crowded 
portions  of  the  city.  Union  Square  bounded  by  Post,  Geary,  Stockton  and  Powell 
Streets  is  one  of  the  most  attractive  little  garden  spots  in  the  world,  and  men  and 
women  of  all  conditions  find  it  a healthful  resort.  The  Plaza,  the  old  Portsmouth

square,  once  the  center  of  the  town  where  the  Custom  House,  Post  Office,  Theatres, 
and  gambling-houses  found  their  best  location,  but  now  hedged  in  between  China  Town 
and  the  Barbary  Coast  with  only  the  old  City  Prison  to  modernize  it,  still  offers  many 
attractions  to  the  passer  by  and  is  kept  as  well  trimmed  and  neat  as  if  the  apex  of  “Nob 
Hill.”  Other  less  historic  breathing  spots  are  scattered  about  the  city  all  well  cared  for 
and  enjoyed  by  the  population  able  to  reach  them. 

Who  that  has  purchased  a “Cook’s  Tour”  ticket  and  visited  this  city  has  failed  to 
personally  inspect  the  seals  (at  a distance)  visit  the  Cliff,  Sutro  Heights,  and  all  the 
attractions  that  the  western  end  of  the  city  affords.  There  is  scarcely  reason  in  this 
brief  notice  to  more  than  mention  their  existence,  while  the  Presidio  which  includes 
all  the  government  reservation  at  the  northwest  end  of  the  city  is  comparatively  unknown, 
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and  yet  by  the  wisdom  of  the  late  General  McDowell,  followed  by  his  successors  in 
command  that  fine  territory  owned  and  occupied  by  the  General  Government  has  been 
turned  into  a Park,  unexcelled  in  any  other  city  in  the  Union,  and  under  reasonable 
restrictions  accessible  to  all.  Few  cities  enjoy  such  an  advantage. 

The  long  sea  wall  on  the  North  stretching  for  a mile  or  more  the  crowded  wharves 
further  South,  bisected  by  the  numerous  ferry  slips,  all  centering  at  the  foot  of  the  city’s 
main  artery.  Market  street,  the  docks  for  sailing  vessels  and  large  ocean  steamers 
stretching  beyond,  while  the  oil  tanks  where  the  blubber  hunter’s  daring  work  in  the 
Artie,  is  turned  to  merchantable  oil,  the  ship  yards  where  the  naval  vessels  are  built 
to  protect  the  honor  of  the  country  abroad,  or  protect  the  citizens  at  home,  and  still 
further  on  the  graving  dock,  where  the  largest  vessels  can  be  taken  from  the  water  and 
cleaned  and  repaired,  while  just  this  side  the  largest  sugar  refinery  in  the  United  States 
belches  forth  smoke  day  and  night,  all  show  that  the  city  located  on  the  finest  harbor 
between  the  North  Pole  and  the  South,  on  the  Pacific  shores  of  the  American  Conti- 
nent, has  not  neglected  its  advantages. 

San  Franciscans  are  em- 
phatically an  outdoor  peo- 
ple. The  mild  climate 
admits  of  the  enjoyment 
of  outdoor  life  the  year 
around  and  at  all  seasons 
on  Sundays  and  other  holi- 
days, happy  crowds  are  en- 
countered on  every  out- 
going morning  train  and 
boat  and  on  the  return 
passage  at  night.  South 
of  the  city  to  San  Jose,  a 
distance  of  fifty  miles,  the 
road  is  almost  continuous- 
ly lined  by  comfortable 
homes  and  stately  man- 
sions. A few  miles  from 
the  city,  at  Baden  the  ex- 
tensive abatoires  and  all 
the  plant  for  an  immense 
packing  house  is  establish- 
ed. Further  south  the  fa- 
mous Leland  Stanford 
Jr.  University  is  located. 

Across  the  Bay  in  Alameda  tuk  pionker  building. 

County,  beside  the  flourishing  suburban  cities  of  Oakland  and  Alameda  filled  with 
pleasure  spots,  are  numerous  smaller  towns,  while  drives  of  the  finest  abound  in  every 
direction.  The  grand  old  park  surrounding  the  State  University  at  Berkeley  is  a 
popular  place  to  visit.  To  the  north  of  the  city,  reached  by  a delightful  ferry  trip  of 
twenty  minutes,  lies  Sausalito,  a romantic  little  town  perched  on  the  steep  sides  of  a 
mountain,  and  embowered  in  shrubbery.  Here  boating  is  the  favorite  amusement  and 
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two  of  the  yacht  clubs  have  their  head- quarters  while  a third  is  across  the  arm  of  the 
bay  at  Tiburon.  From  Tiburon  and  Sausalito  railroads  run  north  into  the  redwoods 
and  within  an  hour’s  ride  of  the  city,  trout  fishing  and  good  hunting  can  be  found,  even 
bear  and  deer  being  easily  shot  by  the  expert  hunter.  The  scenery  in  these  redwoods  is 
something  inexpressibly  grand,  and  the  quick  transition  from  the  city’s  bustle  to  the  soli- 
tudes of  the  wilderness  is  one  of  the  charms  few  other  cities  in  the  world  can  boast  of. 

The  charitable  people  of  San  Francisco  have  supplemented  the  city  government  in 
establishing  hospitals,  homes  for  aged,  asylums  for  the  unfortunate,  whether  tender 
orphans  or  the  afflicted  of  mature  age.  Schools  are  liberally  provided  by  the  city,  and 
the  training  is  of  the  best,  in  fact,  the  school  system  is  a model.  Private  institutions  of 
a high  grade  also  are  numerous. 

Before  dismissing  the  subject  let  us  call  attention  to  one  feature  of  San  Francisco 
that  is  unique.  Although  the  different  parts  of  the  United  States  boast  of  a large  com- 
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merce,  and  one  or  two  lead  this  port  in  amount  of  tonnage  arriving  and  departing]  in 
the  course  of  a year,  no  port  in  the  world,  save  only  Liverpool  or  London,  can  compare 
with  San  Francisco  in  the  number  of  full  rigged  deep  water  ships  that  enter  this  har- 
bor. On  Janua  ry  ist  1892,  there  were  86  full  rigged  ships  in  port  engaged  in  what  is 
known  as  “deep  water”  business,  either  chartered  or  seeking  charter  for  wheat  or 
lumber  or  general  cargo  to  some  distant  foreign  port.  On  the  same  date  New  York 
j could  boast  of  but  37  full  rigged  ships,  Calcutta  and  San  Francisco  seem  to  be  the 
I refuge  for  large  carriers,  and  at  neither  of  the  ports  have  the  small  sailer  or  tramp 
i steamer  made  the  inroads  on  the  business  that  they  have  elsewhere.  The  government 
j records  for  the  past  fiscal  year  show  that  this  port  was  fourth  in  amount  of  imports 
and  fifth  in  amount  of  exports.  New  York  of  course,  leading  all  others  in  each.  Al- 
though not  in  the  lead,  the  increase  here  is  worth  noting.  In  1870  the  exports  were 
valued  at  less  than  $14,000,000,  in  1880  they  had  increased  to  over  $32,000,000,, 

; and  in  1890  to  nearly  $37,000,000,  During  the  same  year  280  steamers  registering 
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448,813  tons  entered  or  cleared  at  this  port,  bound  to  or  from  foreign  countries, 
while  882  vessels  of  299,641  tons  were  owned  here  and  trading  foreign  or  coastwise. 
In  addition,  the  large  fleet  engaged  in  cod  fishing,  whaling,  etc,  makes  quite  a formid- 
able total.  The  wheat  trade  however,  offers  the  best  field  for  business,  so  far  as  deep 
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water  tonnage  is  concerned,  and  this  employ  brings  a vast  number  of  vessels  each  year 
to  this  port.  In  October  over  400,000  tons  register  were  bound  here  and  while  the 
number  has  since  been  much  reduced,  the  aggregate  is  now  nearly  300,000  tons,  and 
that  amount  will  not  vary  twenty  per  cent,  one  way  or  the  other  during  the  year,  ar- 
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rivals  and  additions  offset  each  other  so  closely.  No  more  interesting  sight  can  be 
found  than  to  take  one  of  the  ferry  lines,  and  cross  the  Bay,  either  to  Oakland,  Ala- 
meda or  Sausalito,  and  witness  the  enlivening  scene  on  the  Bay  as  the  ferry  car- 
ries you  along.  From  Telegraph  Hill  to  Mission  Bay,  one  long  line  of  wharves, 
crowded  with  shipping,  meets  the  eye,  while  in  the  Bay  each  side  of  a fairway  kept 
open  by  State  regulation,  ships  of  all  nations  lie  at  anchor  waiting  for  a turn  to  dis- 
charge or  a berth  at  which  to  load.  Pompous  little  tugs  go  wheezing  about,  darting 
in  and  out  among  the  large  craft,  towing  this  to  sea,  bringing  in  that  from  a long  voy- 
age in  a coasting  trip,  while  many  a fine  vessel  comes  sailing  in,  scorning  assistance 
of  the  impudent  tugs,  always  on  hand  ready  to  do  anything — for  a consideration. 

San  Francisco  is  the  center  of  the  California  wheat  and  flour  trade,  and  much  of 
the  grain  raised  in  the  North  likewise,  comes  here  for  a market  or  to  be  shipped  to 
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Europe.  The  exports  for  a series  of  years  show  that,  save  only  New  York,  this  port 
is  the  heaviest  shipper  of  wheat  and  flour  in  the  United  States,  and  excepting  one  or 
two  months  in  the  year  leads  even  the  metropolis.  Government  figures  which  should^ 
be  thoroughly  reliable,  fully  bear  out  this  statement. 

From  an  article  written  several  years  ago  by  Captain  W.  L.  Merry,  the  following 
extract  is  taken  regarding  the  commerce  of  this  port  in  the  early  days: 

On  the  i6th  of  June,  1850,  when  the  wiiter  first  saw  Yerba  Buena,  nearly  300  sea 
going  vessels  were  in  port,  many  of  them  abandoned  by  their  crews,  and  doomed  to  rot 
ingloriously  in  San  Francisco  mud. 

The  commerce  of  the  city  then  commenced  in  earnest,  and  a singular  commerce  it 
was,  full  of  amusing  eccentricities  which  even  now  delight  the  pioneer  who  loves  to  re- 
call the  good  old  days.  The  demand  for  articles  of  Eastern  manufacture  became  ur- 
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gent  as  the  population  of  the  State  increased.  There  was  no  method  of  transportation 
available,  except  via  Cape  Horn,  and  time  was  an  essential  factor,  for  much  of  this 
merchandise  was  perishable.  This  led  to  the  building  of  a sailing  fleet  unequaled  in 
the  history  of  navigation,  and  never  likely  to  be  reproduced,  for  vessels  propelled  by 
wind  alone  will  gradually  disappear  from  the  ocean;  steam  will  displace  them,  as  elec- 
tricity may  subsequently  displace  steam. 

The  splendid  clipper  ships  built  on  our  Atlantic  coast  between  1850-  and  1868  ranged 
from  1,000  to  2,000  tons  register, — were  all  built  of  wood  and  heavily  sparred,  spread- 
ing in  some  instances  16,000  square  yards  of  canvas.  I have  in  mind  one  ship  that, 
with  both  lower  studding  sails  set,  spread  to  the  winds,  in  one  width,  186  feet  of  can- 
vas, 42  feet  deep.  Their  models  were  superb  and  commanded  the  admiration  of  the 
nautical  world.  In  these  ships  carrying  capacity  was  sacrificed  to  speed;  large  breadth 
of  beam  gave  stability  under  canvas  pressure,  and  sharp  ends  gave  unequaled  speed. 
The  remarkable  distances  covered  by  these  winged  racers  is  a matter  of  record.  The 
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writer  has  sailed  385  nautical  miles,  '’'equal  to  440  statute  miles,  in  twenty-four  hours, 
and  this  has  been  excelled  on  many  occasions.  The  Flying  Cloud,  the  Sovereign  of 
the  Seas,  the  Flying  Fish,  the  Young  America,  and  many  other  clipper  ships  have  sailed 
over  400  nautical  miles  in  one  day,  while  their  continuous  runs  were  more  remarkable 
still.  The  distance  from  New  York  to  San  Francisco  via  Cape  Horn  was  covered  in 
passages  westward  in  ninety  days,  the  shortest  being  the  record  of  the  Flying  Cloud  in 
less  than  eighty-nine  days.  Eastward  the  record  was.  reduced  to  less  than  eighty  days 
in  some  cases.  This  was  no  easy  work;  these  ships  were  driven  night  and  day  under 
the  spur  of  indomitable  energy  and  skillful  seamanship.  That  class  of  seamen  never 
“ went  to  bed  in  a long  night-shirt  like  a farmer!”  The  same  spirit  controlled  these 
men  that  actuated  the  gallant  Farragut  at  Mobile  Bay;  when  he  gave  the  order,  “Damn 
the  torpedoes! — Go  ahead!” 

The  shipping  merchant  had  inducement  to  build  ships  that  would  outstrip  those  un- 
der other  ensign.  One  ship  in  which  the  writer  sailed  cost  $132,000  at  Sandy  Hook

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ready  for  sea,  and  had  in  her  an  outward  freight  for  San  Franciscu  of  $112,000.  An- 
other in  which  the  writer  sailed  cost  at  Sandy  Hook  $113,000  and  had  in  her  freight 
of  $89,000. 

Two  voyages  from  the  Eastern  seaboard  to  San  Francisco  more  than  paid  for  a clip- 
per ship  in  those  days.  For  the  return  voyage  many  went  home  direct  with  what  cargo 
could  be  obtained,  and  others  went  home  via  China,  Callao,  Calcutta  and  other  ports. 
No  national  ensign  ever  floated  or  ever  will  float  over  such  sailing  ships:  their  day  has 
passed,  and  the  poetry  of  navigation  has  gone  with  it:  machine  sailors  answer  every 
purpose  now.  In  their  construction  ship-builders  made  a national  reputation,  as  wit- 
ness the  honorable  names  of  Webb,  McKay,  Hall,  Steers  and  others,  some  of  whom 
have  lived  to  witness  the  lamentable  decay  of  American  shipping. 


transportation 


FRANCISCO  may  be  said  to  be  well  supplied  with  transportation  facilities, 
both  by  land  and  sea.  There  are  three  overland  lines  entering  the  city,  all 
under  the  control  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Company  Several  local  roads 
center  here,  and  sailing  vessels  and  steamers  place  us  in  direct  communication 
with  all  countries  of  the  world. 

Southern  P.^cific  Company. — The  three  great  arms  of  this  system  cover  over  6,000 
miles  of  track,  besides  some  7,000  miles  of  ocean  highway,  with  New  Orleans  as  the 
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central  point,  radiating  thence  to  New  York,  Central  America,  the  West  Indies,  etc. 
The  three  main  divisions  of  the  Company  are  the  Sunset  Route,  connecting  San 
Francisco  and  New  Orleans;  the  Ogden  Route,  connecting  San  Francisco  and  Ogden, 
and  forming  pait  of  the  original  overland  route  established  in  1869,  and  the  Shasta 
Route,  connecting  San  Francisco  and  Portland,  Or.  These  three  lines  have  close 
connections  with  all  lines  making  into  their  southern,  eastern  and  northern  terminals, 
and  arrangements  for  the  purchasing  of  through  tickets  between  California  and  all 
eastern  points.  In  addition  to  these  main  arms  of  the  system,  the  Southern  Pacific 
Company  has  several  minor  lines  running  into  San  Francisco,  including  the  Coast 
Division,  connecting  San  Francisco  with  Monterey,  Tres  Pinos  and  the  Salinas  Valley; 
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the  Santa  Cruz  Division,  between  San  Francisco  and  Santa  Cruz,  over  the  Santa  Cruz 
Mountains;  the  Western  Division,  between  San  Francisco  and  the  Livermore  Valley, 
with  a branch  to  San  Jose,  an  other  to  the  head  of  the  Napa  Valley,  another  to  Santa 
Rosa  and  still  another  up  the  west  side  of  the  Sacramento  River.  Several  of  these 
branches  have  feeders  running  to  the  most  fertile  and  populous  sections  of  the  State 
tributary  to  San  Francisco,  besides  a large  number  of  smaller  lines  in  both  the  southern 
and  northern  parts  of  the  State  feeding  the  main  lines  running  into  the  city.  In 
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addition,  this  Company  has  a ferry  service  of  fifteen-minute  intervals  between  San 
Francisco  and  the  towns  and  cities  on  the  eastern  side  of  the  Bay  of  San  Francisco,  and 
a line  of  river  steamers  covering  the  main  points  on  the  Sacramento  River.  The  ticket 
offices  are  at  613  Market  street  and  the  ferry  landing. 

The  San  Franciico  and  North  Pacific  Railway. — This  line  penetrates  several  of 
the  richest  valleys  of  the  Coast  Range  Mountains  north  of  San  Francisco,  one  line 
running  113  miles  from  San  Francisco  to  Ukiah,  with  branches  to  the  Sonoma  Valley, 
Guerneville  and  Sebastopol,  and  another  to  Petaluma,  besides  an  excellent  ferry  service 
between  San  Francisco  and  San  Rafael.  Ticket  offices,  2 New  Montgomery  street  and 
the  Tiburon  ferry. 
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The  North  Pacific  Coast  Railroad  also  penetrates  desirable  sections  of  the  region 
immediately  north  of  San  Francisco,  connecting  the  city  with  Cazadero,  Sausalito,  San 
Rafael,  San  Quentin  (where  the  State  prison  is)  and  Mill  Valley.  It  has  also  a fine 
ferry  service  between  San  Francisco  and  Sausalito. 

y I Besides  these  lines  leading  directly  into  the  city,  there  are  many  others  in  various 
parts  of  the  State  acting  as  feeders  to  them  and  placing  every  section  of  California  in 
direct  communication  with  San  Francisco. 


The  principal  rivers  of  the  State  are  the  Sacramento  and  the  San  Joaquin,  which 
unite  before  reaching  the  Bay  of  San  Francisco.  They,  with  their  tributaries,  are 
navigable  for  a considerable  distance  from  the  city,  and  are  well  provided  with  a number 
of  steamboat  lines  making  frequent  trips. 

By  reason  of  her  fine  harbor  and  her  excellent  geographical  position,  San  Francisco 
has  a very  large  shipping  business,  being  the  gateway  between  the  United  States  and 
the  Orient.  Besides,  she  has  a number  of  steamship  lines  connecting  San  Francisco 
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with  the  Atlantic  ports  of  the  United  States  and  Europe.  While  the  steamship  lines, 
of  course,  carry  the  passenger  traffic  which  goes  by  sea,  the  great  bulk  of  the  ocean 
freight-carrying  is  done  by  sailing  vessels,  which  ply  between  San  Francisco  and  the 
remotest  corners  of  the  world,  bringing  fruit  from  the  tropics,  coffee  from  Central 
America,  seal-skins,  ivory,  whalebone  and  oil  from  the  Arctic,  sugar  from  the  Hawaiian 
Islands,  and  other  products  from  all  countries,  besides  taking  from  San  Francisco  the 
bulk  of  the  grain  crop  and  distributing  it  among  the  ports  of  Europe.  The  principal 
steamship  lines  are  the  following: 

The  Pacific  Mail  Steamship  Company. — This  Company  has  three  main  branches, 
all  making  frequent  departures  from  and  arrivals  at  San  Francisco;  one  is  to  Japan  and 
China,  where  connection  is  made  with  steamers  to  other  parts  in  the  Orient,  and  all 
the  way  around  to  Western  Europe;  another  is  to  New  York  via  Panama,  transferring 
across  the  Isthmus  of  Panama  by  rail,  and  resuming  steamers  in  the  Gulf  of  Mexico; 
another  is  to  Central  and  South  American  ports. 

The  Oceanic  Steamship  Company. — This  line  connects  San  Francisco  with 

Australia  and  the  con- 
tiguou  sisland  prov- 
inces, stopping  on  the 
way  at  the  Hawaiian 
Islands,  and  at  the 
Australian  end  connect- 
ing with  vessels  bound 
for  the  islands  and 
countries  of  the  Indian 
Ocean  and  Europe. 

The  Occidental  & 
Oriental  Steamship 
Company. — This  con- 
nects San  Francisco  with 
the  Orient  through  Ja- 
pan and  China,  making 
frequent  trips,  and  at 
the  western  end  of  the 
run  transferring  passengers,  bound  further,  to  the  numerous  steamship  lines 
entering  the  ports  of  Eastern  and  Southern  Asia. 

In  addition  to  these  lines  running  to  foreign  ports,  there  are  several  connecting  San 
Francisco  with  Pacific  Coast  points  on  the  American  side  of  the  ocean,  reaching  the 
prosperous  region  of  Puget  Sound,  the  whole  of  the  Alaska  country  and  the  entire 
American  Coast  all  the  way  down  to  the  southernmost  ports  of  Chile. 

Campagnie  Generate  Transatlantique,  the  only  direct  steamship  line  to  France, 
and  which  runs  the  mail  steamships  between  New  York  and  Havre,  is  represented  in 
San  Francisco  by  its  polite  and  popular  general  agent  for  the  Pacific  Coast,  John  F. 
Fugazi,  at  No.  5 Montgomery  avenue  and  No.  19  Montgomery  street.  Mr.  Fugazi  has 
sub-agents  at  Portland,  Oregon;  Tacoma,  Washington;  Oakland,  Los  Angeles,  San  Jose 
and  Stockton,  California.  Six  fine,  large  express  steamers  are  run  by  this  popular  com- 
pany, which  connect  at  Paris  with  the  Western  of  France  Railway,  the  Paris,  Lyon, 
Mediterranean  Railway,  the  International  Sleeping  Car  and  European  Express  Train  Co., 
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etc.  This  company  issues  excursion  tickets  for  circular  tours  from  New  York'  (tickets 
good  for  one  year)  to  France,  Italy,  Spain,  Algeria,  Tunis,  Morocco,  Malta,  Corsica, 
etc.  The  rates  of  passage  are  lower  than  by  any  other  first-class  line  in^^the  world. 
For  tickets  and  full  information  apply  to  John  F.  Fugazi,  No.  5 Montgomery  avenue. 
Norddeutscher  Lloyd  Steamship  Co.  Situate,  as  it  is,  on  the  very  verge  of  the 
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Occident,  and  being  the  converging  point  for  a large  traffic  with  the  Orient,  to  South 
Sea  countries,  Mexico,  South  and  Central  America,  so,  the  transportation  business  of 
San  Francisco  constitutes  a very  important  interest  and  among  those  who  are  engaged 
in  it  none  stand  higher  than  Mr.  Robert  Capelle,  the  General  Pacific  Coast  Agent  of  the 
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Norddeutscher  Lloyd  Steamship  Company,  whose  office  is  located  at  No.  ii8 
Montgomery  street. 

The  Norddeutscher  Lloyd  Steam.ship  Company  was  established  as  far  back  as  1857, 
and  is  to-day  one  of  the  leading  organizations  engaged  in  the  great  trans-Atlantic 
carrying  trade.  It  has  a large  fleet  of  the  most  perfect  “ocean  greyhounds”  afloat,  each 
vessel  being  a magnificent  specimen  of  modern  marine  architecture  in  which  is  com- 
bined speed,  safety,  comfort,  and  luxury.

The  table  and  other  service  of  the  Norddeutscher  steamers  is  celebrated  for  its 
excellence  and  the  cuisine  is  perfect.

The  Normannia  and  the  FurstBismark  are  the  latest  additons  to  the  fleet  of  twin- 
screw  steamers  of  the  Hamburg-American  Packet  Co.  In  appearance  they  are  similar 
to  the  other  two  fast  fliers  of  the  Hamburg  Line,  the  “Augusta-Victoria”  and  “Colum- 
bia,” except  that  they  have  only  two  pole  masts  while  the  others  have  three.  What 
first  strikes  the  observer  are  the  graceful  lines  which  run  from  the  sharp,  straight  stem 
to  the  well-rounded  stern.  Three  funnels  rise  from  the  hurricane  deck,  which  are  of 
huge  dimensions,  and,  like  the  masts,  incline  backwards,  thus  giving  the  impression  of 
speed.  Speaking  of  one  of  these  steamers  a correspondent  writes:  She  rests  so  grace- 

fully upon  the  water  and  her  lines  are  so  beautiful  that  it  is  difficult  to  realize  her  im- 
mense size.  She  has  a length  of  500  feet,  a width  of  57^  feet,  and  a depth  from  the

upper  deck  to  keel-plate  of  38  feet.  The  tops  of  the  masts  are  133  feet  above  the 
promenade  deck.  The  three  funnels  have  a width  of  12  feet  and  stand  56  feet  high 
above  this  same  deck.  The  “Bismark”  is  of  8,500  tons  register,  but  all  closed  rooms 
of  the  ship  have  a capacity  of  11,938  tons. 

A solid  longitudinal  bulkhead  running  through  the  ship  from  upper  deck  to  keel 
divides  the  ship  into  two  non -communicating  halves,  of  which  each  is  fully  equipped  to 
propel  the  ship.  Each  side  is  again  subdivided  into  numerous  water-tight  compart- 
ments, which  are  capable  of  confining  to  one  compartment  any  accident  that  may  hap- 
pen. 

The  enormous  engines  of  8,000  horse-power  each,  making  a total  of  16,000  horse- 
power, are  of  the  triple-expansion  type.  The  nine  double-ended  boilers  are  placed  in 
three  separate  compartments  and  each  set  of  boilers  has  direct  and  independent  con- 
nection with  each  of  the  engines. 

The  steamer  has  two  keels,  one  on  each  side,  which  has  not  only  the  effect  of  les- 
sening the  draught,  but  also  prevents,  to  a great  extent,  the  rolling  motion,  thus  tend- 
ing to  keep  the  screws  always  under  water  and  increasing  the  speed. 
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The  crew  numbers  325,  the  greater  part  of  which  is  of  course  required  by  the  machin- 
ery. 

The  comfort  and  elegance  displayed  on  this  steamer  surpasses  anything  yet  offered  on 
any  Atlantic  liner.  The  large  and  luxurious  saloon^,  the  ladies’  boudoirs,  music,  smok- 
ing and  state-rooms  generally,  are  fitted  up  in  magnificent  style,  the  best  European  ar- 
tists having  been  retained  to  design,  decorate  and  furnish  them.  The  first  cabin  can 
accommodate  300  passengers. 

The  conveniences  in  the  second  cabin  on  these  steamers  do  not  stand  far  behind 
those  of  first  cabin.  The  whole  aft  part  of  the  promenade  deck  is  specially  appropri- 
ated for  the  use  of  the  second  cabin  passengers.

*HE  standard  works  issued  by  the  Government  of  the  United  States  and  Great 
Britain  as  guides  to  navigators,  unite  in  speaking  of  the  harbor  of  San  Fran- 
cisco as  without  exception  the  finest  on  the  Pacific  Coast  of  the  two  Amer- 
icas.  While  the  waters  tributary  to  the  bay  furnish  inland  navigation 
of  greater  extent  than  any  of  the  historic  streams  in  New  England,  the  Middle  States,  or 
the  Southern  States  bordering  on  the  Atlantic,  This  harbor  surrounded  by  fertile 
slopes  and  bold  and  rugged  mountains  is  so  land  locked  that  from  the  sea  in  a clear  day 
it  is  impossible  to  discern  any  break  in  the  hills  that  would  indicate  an  entrance  to  a 


port;  the  Contra  Costa  hills  seemingly  to  be  a part  of  the  immediate  Coast  Range.  It 
was  this  fact  that  caused  the  early  Spanish  voyagers  to  pass  it  by.  As  early  as  1542  the 
great  indentation  that  stretches  from  Point  San  Pedro  37°  35'  N latitude  to  Point  Reyes 
in  38°N  was  discovered  and  called  the  Gulf  or  Pines  as  the  voyagers  anchored  under 
the  Marin  county  mountains  and  saw  them  covered  with  noble  redwoods.  Later 
other  Spaniards  sailed  about  this  same  Gulf  and  renamed  the  Gulf  of  Farrallones,  which 
name  is  still  given  to  the  islands  on  its  western  boundary,  but  no  well  authenticated 
story  of  the  discovery  of  the  bay  itself  exists,  until  as  elsewhere  told,  the  Franciscan 
friars  came  upon  it  in  their  travels  and  named  it  after  their  patron  saint. 

With  a depth  of  the  bar  of  thirty-four  and  thirty-five  feet  at  low  water^  a noble  en- 
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trance  in  the  narrowest  point,  over  a mile  in  width  and  broadening  quickly  as  the  bold 
headlands  fall  away  to  the  north  and  south,  the  bay  soon  expands  to  an  inland  sea. 

From  Telegraph  Hill,  the  northwestern  point  of  the  city,  it  extends  twenty-seven 
miles  south  with  an  average  breadth  of  from  five  to  six  miles,  and  north  ten  miles  to 
Point  San  Pablo  where  it  opens  into  San  Pablo  Bay,  a large  body  of  water  practically 
only  the  northern  end  of  San  Francisco  Bay.  Along  the  Carquinez  Straits,  through 
which  the  Sacramento  and  San  Joaquin  Rivers  flow  are  factories,  wharves  and  ware- 
houses, making  an  almost  continuous  town  for  some  miles.  At  Oakland  are  wharves 
for  deep  water  shipping  and  the  improvements  being  made  in  Oakland  Creek  by  the 
general  government  will  eventually  make  that  a valuable  harbor  for  the  largest  ships. 
All  about  the  bay  are  towns  that  have  easy  water  communication  with  the  city,  while  San 
Francisco  herself  has  miles  of  improved  water  frontage  that  can  be  almost  indefinitely 
extended  as  the  demands  of  commerce  warrant  it. 

Althoifgh  the  harbor  does  not  show  from  any  distance  at  sea.  Mount  Tamalpais 
stands  at  the  northern  gate  extending  a welcome  far  out  to  the  mariner  weary  of  a long 
voyage  or  anxious  to  terminate  a short  trip.  The  government  has  well  supplied  the 
harbor  with  lights,  and  fog  signals,  and  so  great  is  the  depth  of  water  and  so  well  de- 
fined the  channel  that  it  is  an  easy  matter  in  clear  weather  for  a stranger  to  the  Coast  to 
sail  into  the  bay  unaided  by  tug  or  pilot.  A first  class  pilot  service  however  is  main- 
tained and  a tow  boat  service,  which  is  equal  to  that  of  any  port  in  the  world. 


Bani^ing 


it  possible  to  leave  out  the  glamor  and  romance  that  surroundb  the 
earlv  history  of  this  city  and  state,  it  would  seem  that  in  the  prosaic, 
exact  business — science,  one  might  call  it — of  banking,  at  least  only  facts 
■should  be  admitted,  and  the  Thomas  Gradgrinds  of  the  present  day  would  enjoy  at 
Ileast  in  one  chapter  of  this  work  what  the  great  original  held  to,  namely  that  “ in  this 
,life  we  want  nothing  but  facts,  sir  ; nothing  but  facts.”  Still  in  writing  of  San 
■Francisco’s  business  interests,  the  mind  cannot  be  deterred  from  wandering  back  to  the 
.days  of  '49,  when  banks  were  good,  bad  or  indifferent  as  the  managers  chose  to  make 


them,  when  society  was  unsettled  and  security  largely  a matter  of  honor.  When  the 
immortal  Sherman  presided  over  the  destinies  of  one  financial  institution,  and  Adams 
& Co.,  the  great  Eastern  express  corporation,  was  doing  as  its  successors  Wells,  Fargo 
& Co.  now  do,  an  express,  banking  and  post-office  business,  when  all  the  gold  delved 
for  and  earned  by  hard  labor  was  sent  out  of  the  State  by  steamer  to  the  east  via 
Panama,  and  a run  on  all  banks  followed  the  next  day,  bringing  ruin  to  thousands. 
Through  the  early  experiences,  through  good  fortune  and  bad,  with  ample  opportunity 
afforded  for  shylock  to  make  his  deadly  bargains  through  absence  of  usury  laws,  at  last 
opens  out  in  the  full  bloom  of  a settled  financial  policy  the  Bank  of  to-day.  It  is  of 
that  institution  this  brief  article  treats. 

There  are  five  classes  of  banks,  the  Private  Bank,  now  almost  like  the  Dodo,  extinct ; 
the  Foreign  Bank,  always  a “limited”  organization,  incorporated  under  the  laws  of 
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some  foreign  country,  and  operating  more  in  the  nature  of  a large  loan  organization 
rather  than  as  a commercial  bank  ■,  the  National  Bank,  that  since  gold  and  paper 
money  came  to  a level  and  eastern  capital  has  become  more  plentiful,  has  slowly  but 
surely  grown  in  favor  ; the  Commercial  Bank  that  under  State  supervision  seems  now 
to  do  the  lion’s  share  of  the  business  ; and  the  Savings  Bank,  that  aids  the  frugal  in 
becoming  free  from  want  in  time  of  sickness  or  distress. 

In  1878  the  State  wisely  provided  for  a Board  of  State  Bank  Commissioners,  and 
from  its  last  annual  report,  the  following  facts  are  gleaned.  During  the  year  ended 
July  I,  1891,  the  Commissioners  examined  one  hundred  and  thirty-nine  Incorporated 
State  Commercial  banks,  five  Agencies  of  Foreign  Commercial  banks,  forty-five 
Incorporated  State  Savings  banks,  and  reported  on  thirty-seven  National  banks  and 
twenty  Private  banks  ; showing  two  hundred  and  forty-six  banks  in  California,  with  a 
total  capital  and  surplus  of  $84,745,564.46,  an  increase  since  the  last  report  of  fourteen 
in  number  and  $6,213,125.04  in  capital  and  surplus.

' Ten  banks  retired — four  Private  banks  incorporating  under  State  Laws,  one  State 
bank  closed  by  the  Commissioners,  two  State  banks  voluntarily  retiring,  and  three 
Private  banks  going  out  of  business. 

Of  the  twenty-four  new  State  banks,  nine  are  Savings  and  fifteen  are  Commercial 
banks,  indicating  a very  favorable  growth  in  the  State’s  financial ’affairs,  which  may  be 
accepted  as  an  exponent  of  material  advancement. 

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  our  State  system  has  been  adopted  by  such  long  established 
and  high  standing  private  bankers  as  Donohoe,  Kelly  & Co.,  Tallant  & Co.,  and 
Rideout  & Smith,  there  being  now  only  one  or  two  private  banking  concerns  of  any 
magnitude  in  the  State. 

Under  the  present  law  semi-annual  statements — January  and  July — are  required  from 
the  banks,  and  intermediate  examinations  are  made  by  the  Commissioners.  If  the  law 
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were  so  amended  that  these  statements  could  be  demanded  semi-annually  for  some  past 
date,  as  in  the  National  system,  a marked  improvement  in  the  services  of  this 
Commission  could  be  effected  by  necessitating  the  constant  maintenance  of  a proper 
condition,  as  any  day  might  bring  forth  a public  statement.  There  would  then  be  no 
inducement  to  hoard  extraordinary  cash  balances  for  the  purpose  of  showing  plenty  of 
money  on  hand  January  ist,  which  has  been  one  of  the  factors  of  a tight  money  market 
every  winter.

The  California  Insurance  Company,  318  California  street  is  one  of  the  most  pros- 
perous companies  on  the  coast.  Dr.  Samuel  Merritt  and  C.  T.  Hopkins  organized  what 
maybe  regarded  as  “the  plant”  of  this  company,  though  its  operations  then  was  limited 
exclusively  to  marine  business.  In  i860  twenty  men  of  wealth  subscribed  $10,000  each, 
of  which  ten  per  cent,  was  paid  in,  and  a stock  note  was  given  by  each  for  the  remainder 
of  the  subscriptions.  The  original  stockholders  were  A.  J.  Pope,  Samuel  Merritt, 
W.  C.  Talbot,  J.  G.  Clark,  Calvin  Page,  H.  B.  Tichenor,  S.  C.  Bigelow,  John  Van 
Bergen,  Chas.  Main,  J.  J.  Felt,  Michael  Reese,  D.  C.  McRuer,  J.  Belden,  H.  T. 
Teshimacher,  Wm.  Norris,  C.  W.  Flathaway,  John  Findlo,  Geo.  H.  Howard,  Levi 
Stevens  and  John  Bray.  Some  of  these  gentlemen  having  retired,  some  have  joined 
the  silent  majority  and  some  still  remain  stockholders.  Dr.  Merritt  was  chosen  Presi- 
dent and  C.  T.  Hopkins  Secretary,  and  the  company’s  office  was  then  located  on  the 
corner  of  Commercial  and  Battery  streets.  In  1862  Dr.  Merritt  resigned  the  Presidency 
and  D.  C.  McRuer  succeeded  him,  and  in  the  same  year  the  office  was  moved  to  the 
corner  of  Clay  and  Front  streets.  The  business  continued  so  prosperous  that  in  1864 
the  company  removed  to  its  present  quarters.

I AND  HUNGER  is  inborn  in  the  Anglo  Saxon,  and  while  here  in  San 
^ Francisco  the  population  is  cosmopolitan  in  the  widest  sense,  the  Anglo 

\ Saxon  predominates  as  he  does  everywhere  within  the  confines  of  the  United 

States,  and  therefore  this  land  hunger  prevails,  always  unsatisfied 
while  always  seeking  to  be  sated.  The  laboring  man,  the  merchant’s  clerk,  the 
artizan  all  seek  to  place  in  Savings  Banks,  or  Building  Associations,  or  other 
investment  companies,  their  little  earnings,  each  hoping  that  by  a few  years  of  frugality 
he  can  own  his  own  home. 

Wealth  invests  in  the  palatial  homestead,  and  buys  land  and  erects  dwellings  as  an 
investment  that  the  less  fortunate  who  are  obliged  to  rent,  make  profitable.  This,  true, 
is  the  history  of  every  growing  community  and  San  Francisco  differs  but  little  from 
others  except  in  the  hard  experience,  the  city  is  common  with  the  whole  State,  that 
was  undergone  in  early  days  and  which  still  leaves  its  trace  in  places  now.  A wild 
sparsely  settled  country  when  Mexico  wrested  it  from  Spain,  land  was  of  little  value,  and 
there  is  doubtless  truth  in  the  story  that  in  one  case  at  least,  a citizen  whom  the  Viceroy 
of  Spain,  (when  it  was  a Spanish  Colony)  wished  to  reward,  was  told  to  ride  from  the 
sea  due  east  from  sunrise  to  sunset  on  his  fleetest  mustang,  next  day  to  ride  due  north, 
and  the  next  day  due  west,  and  the  territory  within  those  bounds  were  his.  Exact 
surveys  were  rare,  grants  indefinite,  and  worse  than  all  when  the  country  was  occupied 
by  the  United  States,  little  respect  was  shown  for  even  the  property  rights  which  were 
beyond  dispute, if  the  owner  were  merely  a native  Californian.  Unscrupulous  speculators 
got  bogus  claims  or  swindled  the  rightful  owners  out  of  their  lands,  and  tor  years  a clear 
title  to  property  was  a rarity.  The  courts  gradually  worked  their  way  through  this  con- 
fusing labyrinth,  and  the  first  stage  in  the  upbuilding  of  the  Commonwealth  was  past. 
Then  the  era  of  large  holdings  which  owners  refused  to  improve  or  part  with  had  to  be 
in  turn  slowly  traversed  before  activity  in  realty  could  fairly  be  begun.  The  policy  of 
the  railroad  company,  long  one  of  holding,  was  changed  some  years  ago.  New  roads 
found  an  entrance  to  the  southern  part  of  the  State  and  hemmed  in  the  North,  immi- 
gration followed,  enterprise  awoke  and  what  in  modern  slang  is  termed  a boom,  was 
started  in  almost  every  city  and  hamlet  in  the  State,  and  many  new  towns  sprang  into  ex- 
istence. Like  the  ever  recurring  tide,  speculation  in  real  estate  has  its  ebb  and  flow 
which  cannot  here  be  followed. 

Suffice  that  each  decline  is  like  Micawber’s  “falling  back  for  a spring  of  some  mag- 
nitude” and  the  spring  is  successful  and  each  overlaps  its  predecessor.  The  State  is 
now  in  a most  healthful  condition,  millions  of  acres  once  dependent  on  the  uncertain- 
ties of  a California  winter  for  moisture,  have  now  irrigating  canals  and  ditches  built  at 
vast  expense,  furnishing  each  land  owner  abundant  supply  of  water,  and  what  were 
dreary  sheep  walks  are  now  fertile  prosperous  farms;  tracts  are  subdivided  into  small 
holdings  and  prosperous  communities  exist  where  hardly  sufficient  could  formerly  be 
raised  to  keep  one  family  from  starvation. 
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All  improvements  in  the  State  at  large,  help  San  Francisco,  the  financial  center  of  the 
Coast,  and  where  the  dividends  derived  from  successful  enterprises  in  the  interior 
eventually  are,  in  a great  measure,  expended.

This  firm  was  the 
sole  agent  in  the  subdivision  and  sale  of  two  hundred  building  lots  in  the  Knowles  tract 
near  Ocean  View  ; and  their  successful  and  rapid  work  brought  them  much 
commendation  and  deserved  praise.  Five  men  are  employed  in  the  offices  steadily, 
and  the  business  is  constantly  extending  and  increasing.

AN  FRANCISCO  from  its  inception  has  been  essentially  a commercial  city, 
although  as  a manufacturing  center  it  is  well  up  in  the  list  of  great  manufac- 
turing towns  of  the  United  States,  Still  from  its  position  it  could  not  be 
otherwise  than  the  distributing  center  of  the  world’s  merchandise,  destined  for  the  vari- 
ous points  on  this  Coast.  Before  the  days  of  railroads  all  the  merchandise  for  the  State 


and  contiguous  territory  eastward, 
passed  between  the  Heads,  was  un- 
loaded at  this  port,  shipped  by  steam 
or  sail  up  the  rivers  to  the  furthest 
interior  point  reached  by  water,  and 
from  there  mule  teams  carried  it  on 
to  its  destination.  Even  before  the 
discovery  of  gold  San  Francisco  had 
become  in  a small  way  a center  for 
traffic  and  from  that  time  on  rap- 
idly increased  in  the  volume  of  business  transacted.  Until  the  first  overland  rail- 
road was  completed,  this  city  had  almost  a monopoly  of  the  business  of  the 
Pacific  Coast  of  the  United  States.  A shrewd  merchant  could  calculate  to  a very  posi- 
tive  figure  just  what  the  supply  of  any  staple  was,  the  amount  due  within  a given  time 
and  the  demand,  and  many  a fortune  in  those  halcyon  days  was  made  by  cornering  the 
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market  at  the  proper  time.  With  the  advent  of  the  railroad  this  became  an  obsolete 
system  and  while  the  import  trade  continued  to  be  a leading  feature  of  the  commerce 
of  this  port,  the  export  trade  called , also  for  recognition,  for  ihe  State  was  gradually 
changing  from  a mining  to  an  agricultural  commonwealth.  The  importers  had  been 
supplying  the  trade  with  provisions,  flour  and  all  essentials,  but  one  day  the  State 
awoke  to  the  fact  it  had  learned  to  supply  its  own  food  and  had  a surplus.  It  was  dis- 


covered that  not  only  it  could  supply  such  necessities  as  bread  and  meat,  but  fruit, 
wine,  oil,  and  all  the  products  of  orchard,  vineyard  and  farm  of  the  temperate  zone  and 
the  intermediate  belts  almost  to  the  products  of  the  tropics  themselves.  The  sea  gave 
pf  her  wealth  in  salmon,  halibut,  cod  and  even  the  whale  offered  its  tribute  of  oil  and 
bone.  The  forests  to  the  North  furnished  abundant  timber,  supplementing  the  rich 
redwoods  of  this  State,  the  mines  yielded  coal  and  iron  as  well  as  precious  metals,  and 
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i,n  short  the  land- of  gold  changed  to  a land  of  juniyersal  enterprise  where  alrnost  every- 
thing needed  to  clothe,  feed  or  comlort  a civi}i^:ed  being  was  produced  in  abundance 
with  a surplus  to  spare  for  the  less  fortunate  in  other  parts.  The  day.  of  the  importer 
as  a ruler  passed  away;  the  packer  of  canned  fruits  and  fish,  the  exporter  of  cereals, 
fruits,  wine  and  producp  generally,  the  miller  and  manufacturer,  began  to  share  with 
him  the  profits  and  honors  of  the  State’s  vast  commerce.  Notwithstanding  this,  the 


import  trade  grew  apace  and  in  spite  of  unfavorable  legislation  by  Congress  which  de- 
flected much  trade  rightfully  belonging  to  this  city,  to  the  British  Province  at  our 
North,  in  spite  of  fair  rivalry  in  Oregon  and  in  the  Southern  portion  of  our  State,  San 
Francisco  holds  still  the  leading  position  of  distributor  of  foreign  goods  for  the  whole 
Coast,  and  the  chief  shipper  of  the  products  of  the  Coast.  Almost  the  entire  wheat 
gUrplus  of  California  is  shipped  from  this  port,  an  occasional  cargo  going  from  San 
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Diego  or  Wilmington,  while  a large  percentage  of  the  Northern  surplus  finds  its  way 
here  from  the  Sound  or  the  Columbia  to  be  shipped  hence  to  Europe.  As  an  illustra- 
tion of  this  90,610  barrels  of  flour  and  1,442,385  centals  of  wheat  reached  this  port 
from  Oregon  and  Washington  during  the  crop  year  1890-91,  while  14,017,377  centals 
of  wheat  and  1,181,872  barrels  of  flour  were  exported  from  San  Francisco.  The 
Southern  ports  exported  77,748  centals  of  wheat  in  addition  to  this.  The  crop  of 
wheat  amounted  to  nearly  one  million  tons,  or  about  an  average  yield,  which  stands 
out  in  sharp  contrast  with  the  imports  of  Chilian  flour  in  the  early  days  to  supply  the 
demands  of  the  small  population  then  here. 

Barley,  hops,  corn,  oats  and  rye  are  all  raised  in  quantity  for  export  to  Europe,  to 

Pacific  ports  and  Atlantic  cities 
of  this  country.  Vegetables  are 
sent  North  and  South,  raisins 
and  oranges  are  driving  out  the 
products  of  other  lands  in  the 
Eastern  markets,  canned  fruits, 
vegetables  and  salmon  from  this 
port  are  known  in  every  market 
in  the  world.  The  lumber  and 
spars  of  this  Coast,  like  carry- 
ing coals  to  Newcastle,  are  sent 
everywhere,  even  to  Norway. 
Our  wines  are  selling  in  France, 
Germany  and  Italy;  our  wool 
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competes  with  the  best  in  the  manufacturing  districts  East.  This  Coast  produces 
almost  everything,  and  all  it  produces  is  able  to  stand  competition  with  the  same 
articles  from  other  sections.  In  our  import  trade  coal  is  drawn  from  Europe,  the  Orient, 
South  America,  Australia,  the  Eastern  United  States,  and  last,  but  by  no  means  least, 
from  the  States  at  our  North  and  the  neighboring  province  of  British  Columbia.  San 
Francisco  capital  controls  and  has  developed  all  these  Northern  mines  as  the  same 
enterprise  has  laid  tribute  on  the  forests  and  waters  of  the  great  undeveloped  North. 
It  was  San  Francisco  capital  that  developed  the  sugar  industries  of  the  Hawaiian  Islands. 
It  was  San  Francisco  capital  that  largely  assisted  in  bringing  to  its  present  state,  coffee 
culture  in  Central  America.  While  the  berry  is  largely  produced  for  sale  in  Europe, 
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it  is  shipped  to  this  port  to  the  extent  of  some  150,000  bags  per  annum,  and  is  dis- 
I tributed  by  San  Francisco  merchants  throughout  the  Western  United  States,  competing 
with  New  York,  as  far  east  as  St.  Louis.  San  Francisco  capital  has  built  up  a business 
in  raw  sugar  that,  refined  on  this  Coast,  supplies  its  demands  and  spares  from  the 
annual  surplus,  over  10,000,000  pounds  to  other  markets.  In  conclusion,  it  may  be 
of  interest  to  give  the  following  figures  of  imports  and  exports,  showing  the  position 
this  city  holds  in  the  commerce  of  the  country.  The  last  completed  report  of  the 
Bureau  of  Statistics  shows  that  $7,558,140  in  treasure  were  imported  into  this  city  and 
I $20,670,885,  exported.  During  the  past  thirty  years  305,167,509  pounds  of  tea,  val- 

' ued  at  $86,832,314,  were  imported,  the  largest  amount  in  one  year,  being  24,170,516 

[ pounds  and  the  smallest,  way  back  in  i860,  was  1,144,830  pounds.  The  report  on 

I the  coffee  trade  from  the  same  source  of  information  shows,  in  the  year  1889,  there  were 
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20,571,079  pounds  imported  and  3,1 18,938  pounds  exported.  There  were  323,809,804 
pounds  of  sugar  received  here,  refined  and  exported  or  consumed.  California  hops 
are  in  favor  where  ever  good  beer  is  brewed,  and  7,234,764  pounds  were  sent  away 
from  here.  The  imports  of  coal  now  average  over  1,000,000  tons  per  annum.  Quick- 
silver has  been  a leading  article  in  the  export  trade,  and  at  one  time  the  California  pro- 
duct controlled  the  markets  of  the  world  but,  of  late  years,  the  low  prices  have  pre- 
vented all  but  the  richest  mines  from  being  worked  and  the  output,  therefore,  is  much 
reduced.  The  imports  at  this  port  amount  to  over  $50,000,000  per  annum  and  the 
exports,  to  nearly  the  same  figure.  The  Custom’s  receipts  amount  to  upwards  of 
$10,000,000  per  annum;  theUnited  States  Treasury  receipts,  onaverage,  to  $7,000,000, 
while  the  real  and  personal  property,  is  valued  it  over  $300,000,000.  These  figures 
clearly  show  the  wealth  and  importance  of  the  community. 
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Th^  HlJN'Tri^iiTON-HdPKiWs  'CoMPANY  is,  by  successibn,  one  of  the  oldest  as  well  as 
one  of  the  best  known  mercantile  houses  oh  the  Pacific  Coast.  Indeed,  through  the 
personality  of  its  original  founders,  this  house  is  imbedded  in  the  history  of  the  State 
and:  of  the  great  engineering  achievements  of  the  century. 

In  1849,,  when  California  was  a remote,  newly  acquired,  yet,  by  reason  of  the  recent 
gold  discoveries,  shining  speck  in  the  great  federation  of  States,  Mr.  Collis  P.  Hunt- 
ington established  himself  in  the  hardware  business  in  Sacramento,  which  was  then  a 
sort  of  station  on  the  road  to  “the  mines.”  His  place  of  business  was  at  No.  54  K 
street.  Early  in  “the  fifties”  Mr.  Huntington  was  joined  by  Mr.  Mark  Hopkins,  the  two 
assuming  the  firm  name  and  style  of  Huntington  & Hopkins.  This  firm  continued  the 

business  until 


1868,  meeting 
with  great  com- 
mercial success, 
and  establishing 
a mercantile  rep- 
utation which 
has  never  to  this 
day  waned. 
Meanwhile 
Messrs.  Hunt- 
ington & Hop- 
kins had  be- 
c o m e promi- 
nently and  ac- 
tively identified 
with  the  trans- 
continental rail- 
road  scheme 
and  had  brought 
the  building  of 
the  Central  Pa- 
cific, through 
the  most  dis- 
couraging cir- 
cumstances, to 
a successful  con- 
clusion. Their 
entire  time,  at- 
tention and  energies  were  at^this  time  required  in  the  management,  development  and 
expansion  of  the  great  transportation  interests  which  were  involved  in  the  operation  of 
their  road.  For  this  reason  they,  in  1868,  enlarged  the  personnel  of  the  firm  by  the  ad- 
mission of  Mr.  Chas.  Miller,  Mr.  VV.  R.  S.  Foye,  Mr.  H.  H.  Seaton  and  Mr.  Albert 
Gallatin  to  junior  partnerships,  the  firm  name  being  changed  to  that  of  Hungtington, 
Hopkins  & Co.  These  gentlemen  were  then  entrusted  with  the  active  management  of 
the  business,  and  with  the  exception  of  Mr.  Seaton,  who  retired  after  a few  years,  are 
to-day  directing  its  affairs. 
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In  1872  the  firm  of  Huntington,  Hopkins  & Co.  purchased  the  mercantile  interests 
of  the  Russell  & Erwin  Manufacturing  Co.  at  San  Francisco,  and  on  those  interests 
founded  a great  branch  house  in  the  commercial  metropolis  of  the  Pacific  Coast.  Their 
first  store  was  at  the  junction  of  Bush,  Market  and  Front  streets.  Their  business  grew 
steadily  and  developed  beyond  the  capacity  of  their  accommodation,  and  so,  a few  years 
ago,  they  erected  for  themselves  vast  business  premises  on  First  street  reaching  through 
to  Fremont  street  where  they  are  now  permanently  located.  About  the  same  time  the 
firm  was  incorporated  with  Mr.  Albert  Gallatin  as  President;  Mr.  Charles  Miller  as 
Vice-President;  Mr.  C.  P.  Huntington  as  Treasurer;  Mr.  VV.  R.  S.  Foye  as  Secretary. 
Mr.  Hopkins  had  died  before  the  incorporation  and  his  interest  had  been  purchased  by 
the  firm.  His  name,  however,  still  remains  identified  with  the  business  as  shown  by 
the  title  of  the  corporation. 

The  character  of  the  stock  carried  by  the  Huntington,  Hopkins  Company  is  com- 
prehensive; it  embraces  heavy  as  well  as  shelf  hardware,  and  raw  material  as  well  as 
manufactured  goods.  Its  leading  lines  may  be  said  to  be  bar  bundle,  sheet  and  plate 
iron  and  steel;  wrought  and  cast  iron  piping,  etc;  blacksmith,  milling,  mining  and 
railroad  supplies;  building  material  and  auxiliaries  etc. 

The  Huntington,  Hopkins  Company  may  be  said  to  be  typical  of  the  best  phases  of 
California  commerce.  It  is  a pioneer  concern  with  a history  and  a flavor  of  the  ox- 
team  days  of  mercantile  interchange.  It  is  a vigorous  contemporary  concern  with  a 
great,  bustling  and  important  present,  or  touch  with  all  the  modern  ideas  of  commerce, 
and  in  control  of  a vast  trade  which  extends  all  over  this  and  adjacent  States  and  Ter- 
ritories into  British  Columbia,  Mexico,  and  the  islands  of  the  Pacific. 

Of  the  officers  of  the  Company,  Mr.  Miller  and  Mr.  Huntington  reside  in  Mew  York 
and  Mr.  Gallatin  and  Mr.  Foye  in  San  Francisco.  The  latter  are  necessarily  in  charge 
of  the  active  management  of  the  Company’s  great  interests;  and  it  is  a task  for  which 
they  are  well  equipped,  for  they  are  thoroughly  versed  in  modern  commercial  methods 
and  have  a complete  knowledge  of  the  requirements  of  their  consuming  markets.  The 
trade  which  they  handle  gives  employment  to  about  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  assis- 
tants.

The  popularity  of  the  goods  placed  on  the  market  by  this  firm  is  sufficient  guarantee 
that  the  greatest  possible  amount  of  value  is  given  in  all  the  various  departments  of 
their  business.  The  capacious  warehouse  is  stored  with  every  imaginable  kind  of 
gent’s  furnishing  goods,  and  as  fifty  people  are  constantly  engaged  at  their  salesrooms, 
they  are  able  to  attend  to  country  and  city  orders  with  the  greatest  dispatch. 

The  factory  is  located  on  the  corner  of  Gough  and  Grove  streets,  and  the  services  of 
between  five  and  six  hundred  hands  is  necessary  to  meet  the  demand  for  the  goods  of 
this  well  known  house.  It  is  a fine  building  three  stories  high,  and  adjoining  it  is  a 
large  warehouse,  in  which  is  stored  the  piece-goods  used  in  the  manufactory.  Their 
business  is  not  confined  to  the  Pacific  Coast,  a large  trade,  which  has  greatly  increased 
of  late,  being  carried  on  with  retail  houses  in  the  Hawaiian  Islands,  and  also  in  the 
East.

In  addition 
to  the  departments  already  enumerated,  Neustadter  Bros,  carry  a very  heavy  stock  of 
hosiery  including  everything  from  the  delicate  silk  hose  of  a society  Miss  to  the  coarse 
woolen  goods  required  by  a ranch  hand. 

The  firm  are  agents  for  the  Marysville  Woolen  Mills,  so  well  known  on  this  Coast 
for  their  superior  qualities  of  blankets  and  flannels,  full  lines  of  which  are  always  on 
hand.  They  are  also  sole  agents  for  the  world-renowned  Lion  brand  of  collars  and 
cuffs  the  elegance  and  neatness  of  which  are  remarked  wherever  they  are  seen. 

Without  fear  of  contradiction  it  can  safely  be  asserted  that  this  firm  carries  as 
large  and  as  complete  a stock  of  men’s  furnishing  goods  as  any  house  in  the  United 
States.  The  present  members  of  the  firm  are  Henry  Neustadter,  J.  H.  Neustadter,  D. 
Neustadter,  S.  Feuchtwanger  and  J.  Oppenheimer,  and  it  is  to  their  energy,  business 
capacity,  good  judgment  and  desire  to  satisfy  their  numerous  customers  that  their  un- 
paralleled success  in  the  commercial  world  is  entirely  due. 
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Murphy,  Grant  & Co.,  Northeast  Corner  Bush  and  Sansome  Streets,  One  of  the 
first  dry  goods  houses  established  in  San  Francisco  was  that  of  Eugene  Kelly  & Co. 
It  was  a well  organized  commercial  establishment,  which  carried  a large  stock  and 
transacted  a valuable  business  that  grew  with  the  development  and  settlement  of  the 
Coast.  Associated  with  Mr.  Kelly  were  Mr.  Joseph  A.  Donohoe,  Mr.  Daniel  T. 
Murphy  (who  had  crossed  the  plains  by  the  Southern  route  for  the  purpose  of  engaging 
in  business),  and  Mr.  Adam  Grant.  In  the  course  of  time,  Mr.  Kelly  withdrew  to 
organize  a banking  establishment  in  New  York.  Mr.  Donohoe  also  withdrew  and 
connected  himself  with  the  firm  of  Donohoe,  Ralston  & Co.  After  the  withdrawal  of 
Mr.  Kelly  and  Mr.  Donohoe,  the  firm  changed  its  name,  assuming  that  of  Murphy, 
Grant  & Co.,  and  Mr.  Thomas  Breeze  was  admitted  into  the  firm.  The  firm  of 
Murphy,  Grant  & Co.,  in  its  present personneli?,  composed  of  Mr.  Adam  Grant  (one  of 
the  original  founders  of  the  firm),  Mr.  Henry  M.  Murphy,  Mr.  Joseph  A.  Ford,  Mr.

The  Matthias  Gray  Company  are  agents  for  the  famous  firm  of  Steinway  & Sons,  as 
also  for  Ernst  Gabler  & Bros.;  the  Webster  Piano,  C.  D.  Peese  & Co.;  and  a number 
of  other  pianos  of  all  grades.  The  company  are  also  agents  for  the  Packard  organs. 

The  Matthias  Gray  Company  import  and  deal  in  all  kinds  of  band  instruments,  ac- 
cordeons,  violins,  guitars,  mandolins,  sheet  music  and  all  musical  merchandise.  It 
continues,  as  in  Matthias  Gray’s  lifetime,  to  be  the  leading  music  house  on  the  Pacific 
Coast,  and  the  congenial  meeting  place  for  the  musical  profession. 

Mr.  Jerome  B.  Stanford  and  Mr.  Timothy  J.  Stack  are  engaged,  under  the 
firm  name  and  style  of  G.  W.  Clark  & Co.  in  conducting  a large  business  as  importers 
of  and  jobbers  in  foreign  and  domestic  wall  papers,  window  shades,  and  similar  mer- 
chandise. This  is  the  oldest  firm  engaged  in  that  line  of  business  in  the  city,  having 
been  established  by  Mr.  G.  W.  Clark  in  1852.  Mr.  Clark  remained  at  its  head  until 
his  death,  and  the  fact  that  the  house  still  retains  his  name  shows  that  the  firm  has  a 
well-established  and  valuable  reputation.

proportions,  was  established  in  San  Francisco  in  a small  way  by  J.  H.  Redington  in 
1850,  and  is  therefore  the  pioneer  drug  house  of  California.  The  present  firm  is  com- 
posed of  W.  P.  Redington,  C.  VV.  Smith,  I.  S.  Coffin  and  A.  G.  Coffin,  and  has  a 
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capital-stock  of  $400,000.  The  style  of  their  New  York  house  is  Coffin,  Redington  & 
Co.,  at  No.  72  John  street.  The  company’s  store  occupies  three  full  size  buildings  of 
five  stories  each,  and  packed  full  from  top  to  bottom  with  every  known  drug,  medicine 
or  article  usual  to  the  druggist  business.  They  deal  only  with  the  trade  and  the 
amount  of  merchandise  they  handle  is  amazing.  They  have  five  travelling  salesmen 
constantly  on  the  road  and  employ  seventy-five  clerks  and  salesmen  in  their  store. 
Redington  & Co.  is  an  institution  of  which  San  Franciscans  are  justly  proud. 

The  Holmes  Lime  Company,  of  Nos.  14  and  16  Market  street,  deals  in  lime, 
plaster,  cement,  etc.  They  do  the  largest  trade  on  the  coast  and  sell  over  125,000 
barrels  annually.  The  business  amounts  to  over  $450,000  a year.  This  firm  supplies 
the  Pacific  Coast  in  part,  and  the  Sandwich  Islands.  Last  year  they  shipped  large 
quantities  to  the  Sandwich  Islands.  The  kilns  and  quarries  are  situated  in  the  Santa 
Cruz  mountains,  between  the  towns  of  Santa  Cruz  and  Felton,  where  from  100  to  150 
men  are  constantly  employed.  Mr.  H.  T.  Holmes  is  a prominent  and  public-spirited 
pioneer  who  arrived  in  California  July  ist,  1849.

It  was  established  in  1861  by  Messrs.  K.  and  W.  Haas,  and  eight  years  later  its  person- 
nel was  strengthened  by  the  addition  of  the  Messrs.  Klan,  but  its  title  remained  un- 
changed. 

Haas  Brothers  are  engaged  in  a very  large  way  of  business  as  importers  of  and  whole- 
sale dealers  in  groceries,  their  place  of  business  being  located  at  Nos.  100  and  102 
California  street,  where  they  occupy  extensive  four-story  premises  and  carry  as  complete 
an  assortment  of  general  groceries  as  was  ever  seen  in  San  Francisco.  Mr.  Kulman 
Haas,  the  senior  partner  of  the  firm,  resides  in  New  York,  where  he  acts  as  buyer  for 
the  firm  and  watches  the  Eastern,  European  and  other  foreign  markets.  The  firm’s 
New  York  address  is  No.  13  William  street. 

Haas  Brothers  have  no  agencies  and  are  booming  no  special  proprietory  interests  in 
their  trade.  They  simply  carry  full  lines  of  everything  pertaining  to  their  business  for 
which  there  is  a demand,  and  their  facilities  for  obtaining  and  handling  goods  are  such 
that  they  are  able  to  trade  on  the  most  reasonable  terms. 

The  long  and  successful  mercantile  career  of  Haas  Brothers  is  in  itself  a complete 
guaranty  of  the  integrity  and  stability  of  the  firm.  They  do  a large  business,  extending 
all  over  the  Coast  into  Mexico  and  British  Columbia.

In 
1868  F.  Dohrmann,  who  is  now  (1891)  the  resident  partner,  became  associated  with 
Mr.  Nathan,  and  subsequently  the  firm  name  was  changed  to  Nathan,  Dohrmann  & Co. 

In  1868  the  business  was  removed  from  the  corner  of  Kearny  and  Commercial  streets 
to  the  corner  of  Kearny  and  Sacramento  streets,  where  it  was  conducted  until  1875;

Messrs  Norcross  & Company  manufacture  and  keep  on  sale  full  lines  of  United  States 
weather  signals,  and  the  best  quality  of  American  bunting.  They  execute  special  orders 
for  this  class  of  goods  at  short  notice  and  reasonable  prices. 

Messrs  Norcross  & Company’s  place  of  business  is  at  No.  230  Post  street. 
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J.  A.  Folger  & Co..  Importers. — The  wholesale  coffee,  tea  and  spice  business  of  the 
abave  firm  at  104,  106,  108,  no  California  street,  was  established  by  W.  H.  Bovee  in 
May,  1850,  under  the  name  of  the  “Pioneer  Steam  Coffee  and  Spice  Mills,”  with  very 
limited  facilities,  using  hand-power  machinery  for  roasting,  grinding,  etc.  It  was 
located  in  what  was  then  considered  a desirable  business  locality,  on  Powell  street, 
between  Broadway  and  Pacific  streets.  Very  shortly,  however,  the  business  had  in- 
creased to  such  an  extent  that  it  could  not  be  executed  unless  some  other  power  could 
be  obtained,  and  the  plant  was  removed  to  Broadway,  between  Dupont  and  Stockton 
streets,  where  steam  power  and  the  then  improved  machinery  was  put  in.  He  re- 
mained in  the  Broadway  store  until  1855,  when  he  took  J.  A.  Folger  in  as  confidential 
clerk  and  bookkeeper,  and  erected  a brick  building  on  the  corner  of  Front  and  Oregon 
streets,  which  was  carefully  fitted  up  and  afforded  him  greater  facilities  for  business. 
In  1859  Mr.  Bovee  sold  his  interest,  and  retired  from  the  business,  and  the  firm  of 
Harden  & Folger  was  organized,  continuing  in  the  same  location  until  1865,  when 
they  moved  to  No.  220  Front  street.  Harden  withdrew  in  1866,  and  Hr.  O.  Schoemann 
purchased  an  interest,  and  the  now  well-known  firm  of  J.  A.  I’olger  & Co.  was 
organized.  In  1877,  Hr.  Sohoemann  retired  and  his  interest  was  purchased  by  A. 
Schilling  and  W.  H.  Lamb,  both  of  whom  had  been  in  the  employ  of  the  firm  for 
some  years.  The  firm  name  then  adopted  was  Folger,  Schilling  & Co.,  and  so  con- 
tinued until  September  1881,  when  A.  Schilling  withdrew,  and  the  firm  name  of  J.  A.

ing fifty  feet  on  Market  Street  and  sixty  feet  on  Post  Street,  the  store  having  been  leased 
for  ten  years.

Mr.  Cowell  is  an  expert  in  blooded  horses  and  cattle,  and  prominent  among  the  men 
who  have  made  California  famous  for  its  blooded  stock. 

The  firm,  while  doing  an  immense  business  in  this  city,  has  shown  enterprise  in 
entering  more  distant  markets.  Branches  of  the  business  are  flourishing  at  Sacramento 
and  Tacoma,  and  an  agency  is  in  full  blast  at  Seattle.  The  Tacoma  branch  is  under 
the  immediate  supervision  of  Earnest  B.  Cowell,  a son  of  the  senior  member  of  the  firm. 


Greenebaum,  Weil  & Michels  probably  manufacture  and  dispose  of  as  large  a 
stock  of  gent’s  furnishing  goods  as  any  house  in  San  Francisco.  In  1868  the  firm  was 
established,  and  it  was  known  as  Greenebaum  Bros.,  but  like  so  many  other  concerns  in 
this  city,  the  increase  of  trade  compelled  them  in  1880  to  receive  into  it  Mr.  L.  Weil 
and  Mr.  L.  Michels  as  partners,  since  which  time  it  has  been  known  by  the  name  it 
goes  under  to-day.  Their  large  salesrooms  and  warehouses  occupy  five  floors  and  the 
basement,  at  17  and  19  Sansome  street,  and  is  one  of  the  finest  buildings  of  its  kind  to 
be  seen  in  this  city.  Fifteen  people  '^are  necessary  to  do  the  handling  of  the  goods 
alone,  not  including  the  manufactory,  situated  at  No.  531  Mission  street.  In  this 
building  twelve  cutters  are  kept  busy  fashioning  enough  material  to  give  constant  work 
to  one  hundred  and  fifty  girls.  The  whole  of  the  three  floors  are  filled  with  the 
buzzing  of  machines  and  the  singing  of  the  girls  from  morning  to  night.  The  liberal 
policy  pursued  by  this  firm  toward  its  employees  has  made  it  deservedly  popular,  and 
as  is  invariably  the  case  where  amicable  relations  are  maintained  between  employers 
and  their  workers,  the  quality  of  the  latter’s  work  will  bear  the  closest  inspection.  It 
is  partly  due  to  this  policy,  and  the  untiring  efforts  of  the  firm  to  place  nothing  but 
first-class  goods  in  the  market,  that  their  business  is  flourishing. 

Greenebaum,  Weil  & Michels  confine  their  trade  entirely  to  the  wholesale  department. 
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Sachs  Brothers  & Co’s  establishment  comprising  Nos.  25,  27,  29,  31  and  33  San- 
some  street  is,  without  exception,  the  largest  wholesale  house  of  its  kind  to  be  seen  on 
this  side  of  the  continent.  The  history  of  the  firm  commences  twenty-seven  years  ago, 
when  it  was  launched  into  the  commercial  world  by  its  present  proprietors,  who  through- 
out all  that  time  have  been  gradually  building  it  up  till  it  has  reached  its  present  colos- 
sal proportions.  Sachs  Brothers  & Co.  succeeded  in  gaining  the  confidence  of  the 
public  at  the  start,  and  for  more  than  a quarter  of  a century  that  confidence  has  never 
been  violated.  As  a consequence,  the  growth  of  the  well-known  fancy  goods  house  has 
been  identical  with  the  growth  of  San  Francisco.  In  August,  1891,  the  exigencies  of 
increasing  trade  necessitated  the  enlarging  of  their  stores  to  nearly  twice  its  former  size. 
This  was  done  that  they  might  make  a display  of  goods  commensurate  with  the  pres- 
tige the  firm  enjoys  in  the  Western  States.  At  the  present  time  their  vast  warehouses 
comprising  ten  floors,  are  filled  with  complete  and  attractive  assortments  of  the  follow- 
ing lines, — fancy  goods,  notions,  trimmings,  veilings,  laces,  gloves,  corsets,  white  goods, 
embroideries,  ladies’  and  gents’  furnishing  goods,  knit  goods,  shawls,  skirts,  umbrellas, 
etc.,  etc.  Sachs  Brothers  & Co.  are  also  the  wholesale  agents  for  the  Pacific  Coast  for 
many  specialties.  These  are:  C.  P.  a la  Sir^ne  French  long-waisted  corsets.  Ball’s 

corsets  and  corset  waists,  the  Yatisi  corsets,  the  Jackson  corset  waists,  Gloria  stainless 
black  hose,  Foster’s  patent  hook  kid  gloves  and  hygienic  underwear.  Fastidious  in- 
deed must  be  the  taste  that  fails  to  find  complete  satisfaction  in  the  elegant  displays 
made  of  the  various  specialties  just  quoted.  This  firm  gives  special  attention  to  the 
manufacture  of  gents’  underwear,  and  twertty-five  hands  are  regularly  employed  in  that 
department.  The  firm  is  represented  by  six  drummers,  and  the  services  of  fifty  people 
are  required  in  the  stores  to  insure  the  regular  and  prompt  dispatch  of  country  orders. 
Recently  Sachs  Brothers  & Co  have  undertaken  the  agencies  for  Chadwick’s  well-known 
spool  cottons,  the  Golden  Gate  Ribbon  Manufacturing  Co.,  and  also  for  the  celebrated 
Golden  Gate  white  shirts.  Full  assortments  of  all  these  lines  are  always  on  hand  and 
the  firm  is  prepared  to  fill  country  orders  with  the  utmost  dispatch. 


Thomas  Day  established  business  in  1856,  locating  on  Montgomery  street,  corner  of 
Jackson,  importing  cutlery  and  a fine  grade  of  hardware.  When  the  Gas  Works  were 
built,  he  furnished  the  Gas  Company  with  the  first  lamp  posts,  and  for  many  years,  was 
the  principal  dealer  in  gas  pipe  and  gas  fixtures.  For  many  years  he  kept  a large  force 
of  men  employed  in  the  best  class  of  plumbing,  gas  and  steam  fitting.  He  moved  to 
Pine  street,  on  the  present  site  of  the  Stock  Exchange,  in  1872,  thence  to  Sutter  street, 
in  1876,  and  sold  out  the  business  in  1883  to  Frank  J.  Symmes  and  Vanderlynn  Stow, 
who  changed  the  name  to  Thos.  Day  & Co.,  and  commenced  manufacturing.  They 
incorporated  in  1886,  as  Thos.  Day  & Co.,  Limited;  Frank  J.  Symmes,  President,  and 
Vanderlynn  Stow,  Secretary  and  Treasurer. 

They  have  increased  the  stock  largely,  and  after  giving  up  the  plumbing  business, 
devoted  themselves  largely  to  the  manufacturing,  and  have  just  now  greatly  enlarged 
their  plant  and  erected  a five-story  building,  corner  of  Ecker  and  Jessie  streets,  for 
future  use,  and  are  fitted  up  to  supply  the  Coast  with  gas  and  electric  fixtures,  and  all 
kinds  of  ornamental  work.  Fine  designs  for  church  and  office  work  executed  to  order 
and  architects  and  builders  can  now  gratify  almost  any  whim  by  the  use  of  this  excellent 
plant  for  the  handling  of  brass  and  bronze  work  of  every  description. 
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Dempster  & Son,  205  Market  street  are  largely  interested  in  the  exportation  of 
California  products,  such  as  flour,  lumber,  grain,  etc.,  and  are  also  agents  for  Robert 
Taylor  & Co.,  Dr.  J.  G.  B.  Siegerts  & Sons,  Angostura  Bitters  and  Seigerts  Boquet; 
Baker  & Bros,  castor  oil,  and  oils,  etc.  The  firm  also  deals  in  rosin  and  cooperage 
stock.  Their  principal  business,  however,  is  the  exportation  of  California  products, 
which  they  export  to  Australia,  China  and  England,  in  chartered  ships. 

This  is  the  oldest  existing  firm  of  the  kind  on  the  Coast  and  was  commenced  as  far 
back  as  1846  by  Mr.  Chas.  L.  Ross  under  the  firm  name  of  C.  L.  & D.  L.  Ross. 

In  1850  Mr.  C.  J.  Dempster  came  here  and  soon  after  joined  the  house  and  the 
business  continued  under  the  name  of  Ross,  Dempster  & Co.  Mr.  C.  L.  Ross  retired 
in  1849  and  has  for  some  years  been  residing  in  Australia.  Mr.  D.  L.  Ross  who  died 
in  1868,  was  from  the  day  of  its  foundation  until  his  death  the  President  of  the  Tenth 
National  Bank  of  New  York  and  is  entitled  to  the  credit  of  having  originated  the  National 
method  of  banking.

Mr.  Dempster  is  a 
gentleman  possessed  of  many  fine  qualities,  whose  courteous  and  genial  temperament  and 
pleasant  smile  have  won  aud  retained  for  him  hosts  of  warm  friends,  whose  hope  it  is 
that 'he  may  long  continue  in  his  present  position  of  usefulness. 

The  firm  of  Dempster  & Son  has  encouraged  and  promoted  sound  and  desirable  pro- 
gress in  commerce  and  manufactures,  and  its  u-sefulness  has  been  commensurate  with  its 
success.  Its  long  and  honorable  career  and  growth  of  its  business  is  a measurably 
approximate  indication  of  the  material  growth  of  the  city.  With  ample  capital  honor- 
ably accumulated,  with  all  the  advantages  of  an  unblemished  record  extending  over  so 
long  a period,  it  is  not  too  much  for  us  to  prophesy  for  this  house  a continuance  of  the 
prosperity  and  influence  so  long  enjoyed  in  the  past. 

Ensign  & McGuffick,  successors  to  Loftus  Bros.,  No.  7 Spear  street,  are  dealers  in 
Lubricating  Oils.  They  are  the  sole  agents  for  the  Pacific  Coast  and  Hawaiian  Islands, 
for  the  Binghamton  Oil  Refining  Co.»  of  Binghamton,  N.  Y.,  the  first  producers  of  min- 
eral products  in  the  United  States.  This  company’s  oils  are  refined  exclusively  by 
the  superheated  steam  process,  and  thereby  avoid  destructive  distillation  so  injurious  to 
the  lubricating  globule  of  petroleum.  This  is  the  only  company  who  refine  by  super- 
heated steam,  as  it  is  a very  expensive  process,  but  in  the  end  makes  the  very  best 
quality  of  oil.  This  company’s  well  known  brands  are,  the  Mecca,  Hercules,  Old 
Pioneer,  Paragon  and  Locomotive  Cylinder  Oils,  and  the  Mecca,  Cardinial,  Paragon, 
Peerless  Engine  Oils,  besides  others  too  numerous  to  mention.

ing Office,  and  many  others.  They  are  also  sole  manufacturers  for  Nevada  Compound 
used  in  great  quantities,  and  is  known  all  over  the  Coast  for  its  wearing  qualities.  They 
manufacture  it  in  three  grades.  No.  r for  Ram  Elevators,  No.  2 and  for  bearings 
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Also  agents  for  the  celebrated  Globe  Packing,  the  finest  pump  and  piston  packing  on 
the  market. 

The  San  Francisco  agency  was  started  in  1882,  by  Messrs.  Loftus  Bros.,  and  was 
succeeded  in  1890  by  J.  R.  McGuffick  and  E.  J.  Ensign.  The  agency  has  made 
rapid  strides  and  the  business  is  constantly  increasing.  It  has  tripled  itself  during  the 
past  14  months.  Messrs.  McGuffick  & Ensign  are  energetic,  progressive,  go-a-head 
rustlers  and  have  the  confidence  and  high  esteem  of  an  entire  business  community. 

C.  E.  Broad,  manufacturers’  agent,  is  located  at  55  Stevenson  street.  He  is  agent 
for  S.  Waterbury  & Son,  manufacturers  of  Misses  and  children’s  fine  shoes,  37  Warren 
street,  New  York;  for  Wright  & Richards,  Rocklin,  Mass.,  gents’  fine  shoes,  also 
agent  for  Lark  & Go’s  infant  shoes,  of  Philadelphia,  and  the  Blum  Shoe  Co.  of  Dans- 
ville,  N.  Y.  The  shoes  manufactured  by  the  last  named  company  are  unrivaled  in 
quality,  durability  and  comfort.  They  are  adapted  foi  all  classes  and  ages.  The 
names  of  the  other  companies  are  a sufficient  guarantee  for  the  quality  of  goods  manu- 
factured by  them  and  which  are  sold  all  over  California,  Washington,  Oregon  and  Brit- 
ish Columbia  through  the  agency  of  C.  E.  Broad.  It  was  established  in  1888  by  Mr. 
Broad.  The  trade  is  exceedingly  good  and  always  increasing  owing  to  the  excellent 
management  of  the  company’s  representative  and  the  superior  quality  of  the  goods 
represented. 

Whittier,  Fuller  & Company  have  their  headquarters  of  all  their  vast  business  on 
the  corner  of  Front  and  Pine  streets.  They  are  the  proprietors  of  the  Pioneer  White 
Lead  Works,  Pioneer  Color  Works,  Pacific  Rubber  Paint  Works,  the  French-plate 
Mirror  Manufactory,  and  the  Pioneer  Oil  Works  in  San  Francisco.  The  Pioneer  white 

lead  is  of  higher  grade  than  that 
made  anywhere  else  in  the  United 
States.  This  is  evidenced  by  the 
fact  that  the  naval  department  at 
Washington  has  selected  it  as  the 
standard  by  which  to  grade  the 
leads  of  all  other  makes  for  govern- 
ment use.  It  has  also  been  adopted 
by  the  great  railway  companys  of 
the  East.

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style  of  the  art,  and  are  as  good  as  any  made  in  any  other  part  of  the  world.  These 
mirrors  are  finished  in  two  styles,  one  with  the  customary  quicksilver  finish,  the  other 
the  silver  is  covered  with  a composition  impervious  to  moisture,  and  protects  the  mirror 
from  any  effects  of  climatic  changes.  The  firm  added  to  their  extensive  works, 
machinery  for  beveling  and  polishing  plate  class.  Heretofore  this  class  of  work  was 
only  done  in  the  East  or  in  Europe.  They  are  the  heaviest  importers  of  plate  and 
window  glass  on  the  Pacific  Coast,  and  have  a large  three-story  brick  warehouse 
especially  for  the  storage  of  this  class  of  merchandise.  They  import  all  sizes  of  the 
finest  plate  glass  for  architectural  purposes.  They  also  lead  in  the  manufacture  of  all 
kinds  of  lubricating  oils,  and  are  sole  agents  for  the  celebrated  Valentine  varnishes  and 
Extra  Star  kerosene,  which  have  no  superior.  They  are  also  general  agents  for  the 
French  and  Belgium  Plate  Glass  Companys  on  the  Pacific  Coast. 

Messrs.  Whittier,  Fuller  & Co.  have  large  branch  and  distributing  houses  in 
Sacramento,  Oakland,  Los  Angeles,  San  Diego  and  Stockton  in  California,  and 
Portland,  Oregon.  They  have  also  a branch  purchasing  house  in  New  York  city. 
Besides  their  large  manufactories,  they  also  have  in  San  Francisco  several  large 
warehouses  filled  with  their  goods.  In  1857,  the  mercantile  firm  of  Cameron,  Whittier 
& Co.  was  formed  in  San  Francisco.  The  death  ofMr.  Cameron  (1861)  soon  after  closed 
the  partnership.  In  the  meantime,  the  house  of  Fuller  & Heather  dissolved,  and  W.

F.  N.  Woods  and  Mr.  W.  P.  Fuller,  Jr.,  besides  resident  partners  of  the  different 
branch  houses. 

Mr.  William  F.  Whittier  was  born  in  Maine;  started  in  the  paint  and  oil  business  in 
Boston  as  a boy  in  1850,  and  has  continued  in  that  line  ever  since;  arrived  in  California 
in  1854,  entering  at  once  into  active  mercantile  life  in  San  Francisco. 

Mr.  Wm.  P.  Fuller,  Sr.,  was  a native  of  New  Hampshire;  came  to  California  in 
1849,  afid  died  in  May,  1890. 

Mr.  Frederick  N.  Woods  is  also  from  Maine,  and  has  been  in  California  since  1869. 

Mr.  William  P.  Fuller,  Jr.  is  a native  son  of  the  Golden  West. 

J.  C.  Johnson  & Cq.,  400  to  404  Mxrket  street^  are  extensive  tanners, 
leather  dealers,  importers,  manufacturers,  dealers  in  every  description  of  harness,  sad- 
dlery, harness  hardware,  horse  collars,  whips,  etc.  Their  specialities  are  their  tannery 
products  and  sweat  pads  for  horse  collars. 

This  firm  is  one  of  the  oldest  in  California  and  does  a large  trade  with  California, 
Oregon,  Washington, Idaho,  Montana, Utah,  Arizona,  Nevada,  Central  America,  Mexico, 
and  the  Islands  of  the  Pacific  Ocean.  They  employ  a large  number  of  skilled  work- 
men^in  their  factory  and  are  represented  on  the  road  by  several  commercial  travelers. 

The  house  was  established  in  1852  by  J.  C.  Johnson  and  incorporated  in  1891  with 
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a capital  stock  of  $500,000.  Mr.  Johnson  left  New  York  in  1852  and  came  to  San 
Francisco  for  the  express  purpose  of  establishing  the  business.  He  went  into  partner- 
ship with  J.  A.  Horton  of  the  old  and  well  known  firm  of  Condict  & Horton  who 
were  also  in  the  same  line  of  business.  Mr.  Horton  died  in  1858  and  the  business  was 
continued  by  J,  C.  Johnson  and  his  brother  J.  M.  Johnson.  After  having  been  a member 
of  the  firm  over  thirty  years  Mr.  J.  M.  Johnson  died  on  March  25th,  1891.  The  business 
was  originally  on  Sansome  steet  between  Washington  and  Clay  and  occupied  a building 
that  was  among  the  first  built  of  brick  in  San  Francisco.  In  1864,  owing  to  the  rapid 
increase  of  trade,  the  firm  was  obliged  to  seek  more  spacious  quarters  and  moved  to 
Front  street  near  Pine.  In  1872  they  removed  to  12  and  14  Pine  street  and  from  there 
to  their  present  location  on  the  corner  of  Market  and  Battery  streets.

The  individual  members  of  the  corporation  are 
Mr  J.  C.  Johnson,  the  President;  Mr.  E.  H.  Horton,  Vice-President;  F.  S.  John- 
son, Treasurer;  and  C.  R.  Le  Breton,  Secretary.  They  are  gentlemen  of  high  standing 
and  reliability  in  the  commercial  world,  and  men  who  are  also  highly  respected  and  es- 
teemed in  other  circles. 

The  Hall  Safe  and  Lock  Company  have  a large  agency  at  609  Market  street, 
under  the  Grand  Hotel.  Every  one  has  heard  of  Hall’s  safes  and  locks.  The  com- 
pany is  the  oldest  and  largest  safe  and  vault  manufacturers  in  the  world,  besides  their 
safes  and  locks  have  an  established  reputation  that  is  second  to  none  in  existence. 
Not  an  instance  is  on  record  where  one  of  Hall’s  Safe  & Lock  Co’s,  burglar-proof  safes 
have  been  forced  open  and  robbed  by  burglars. 

This  company  furnished  the  vaults  for  The  Crocker-Woolworth  National  Bank  of 
San  Francisco,  which  is  the  finest  banking  room  in  the  world.  The  two  steel  vaults 
placed  in  the  United  States  Mint  in  San  Francisco  by  them  can  not  be  equaled  any- 
where. The  London,  Paris  and  American,  Hibernia  Savings,  Peoples’  Home  Savings, 
and  Pacific  Banks  of  San  Francisco,  all  have  Hall’s  safes  and  vaults.  The  safe  deposit 
and  steel  vaults  sold  by  this  company  on  the  Pacific  Coast  during  the  year  of  1890, 
amounted  to  $140,000.

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Mr.  Linforth  was  senior  partner  in  the  firm  of  Linforth,  Kellogg  & Co.,  who  did  a 
very  large  trade  in  general  hardware,  iron,  steel,  etc.  Mr.  Linforth  is  one  of  our  oldest 
merchants.  He  arrived  in  California  in  1856,  and  embarked  in  business  a thorough 
business  man.

For 
instance,  our  Merchants’  Exchange — he  was  energetic  in  furthering  the  plans  for  the 
present  building.  He  was  President  of  the  Old  Commercial  Association  that  preceded 
the  Board  of  Trade.  He  is  now  President  of  the  San  Francisco  Lying-in  Hospital  and 
Foundling  Asylum.  He  was  a Director  of  the  California  Immigrant  Union  for  many 
years,  a Trustee  of  St.  Augustine  College,  of  Benicia,  and  was  Vice-President  of  the 
Mercantile  Library.  For  four  years  he  was  President  of  the  I.  O.  O.  F.  Library  Asso- 
ciation, a member  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  the  California  Prison  Commission. 
He  is  a man  of  wide  information,  well  read,  cultivated  and  refined  and  is  deservedly 
respected  and  esteemed  by  all  who  know  him.

Scotch,  German,  Irish 
and  French  linens,  all  of  the  best  known  brands,  are  to  be  found  in  their  warehouse, 
and  include  the  most  elegant  patterns  in  tablecloths,  towels  of  all  kinds  and  various 
other  articles.  Raw  flax  is  also  imported  to  some  extent  by  this  firm,  and  is  manufac- 
tured here.  They  also  handle  all  descriptions  of  cloakings  and  fancy  goods.  The  trade 
of  Kahn  Bros.,  Klein  & Co.  is  distributed  all  over  the  Pacific  slope.  It  is  exclusively 
confined  to  the  supply  of  the  trade  by  wholesale,  and  five  drummers  and  twenty  hands 
are  regularly  employed. 

Leo.  Zander  & Co.,  n6  Sutter  street,  lately  located  at  209  Sansome  street,  is  the 
only  firm  of  its  kind  on  this  Coast.  Their  business  consists  of  the  importing  and  sale 
of  all  manner  of  musical  boxes  and  novelties.  Their  special  line  consists  of  Swiss 
musical  boxes,  and  a more  interesting,  beautiful  or  varied  collection  of  these  goods  is 
not  to  be  found  in  this  country. 

Musical  boxes,  properly  so-called,  were  invented  about  the  beginning  of  the  present 
century,  and  were  exceedingly  imperfect  and  costly.  Since  that  time  numberless 
improvements  have  been  made,  notably  by  members  of  the  Paillard  family,  the  name  of 
which  is  ever  interwoven  in  the  minds  of  the  trade  and  the  general  public  when  con- 
sidering the  manufacture  and  development  of  musical  boxes.  For  generations  this 
family  has  lived  at  Ste.

This  difficulty 
has  now  been  overcome  by  the  interchangeable  cylinder  boxes,  which  may  be  purchased 
with  one  or  more  cylinders,  and  thereafter  any  number  of  cylinders  can  be  added  with 
tunes  selected  by  the  purchaser.  This  firm  makes  a specialty  of  all  kinds  of  self-playing 
musical  instruments,  and  while  they  have  nearly  everything  in  stock,  they  have  designs 
and  descriptions  of  anything  made  in  the  line,  for  which  they  are  prepared  to  take 
orders.  Besides  the  large  variety  of  automatic  novelties,  they  carry  a very  large  line  of 
musical  novelties,  such  as  albums,  toilet  sets,  card,  glove  and  work  boxes,  decanters, 
beer  and  wine  glasses,  plates,  chairs,  footstools,  musical  savings  banks,  and  others  too 
numerous  to  mention. 
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The  mechanical  singing  birds  are  perfect  masterpieces,  and  make  a handsome 
ornament  and  a charming  surprise.  The  artificial  birds  sing  in  wonderful  imitation  of 
our  feathered  friends,  and  invariably  command  the  pleased  interest  of  the  most 
unromantic  and  solemn  of  natures.

Lacking  cheap  fuel  and  water  power,  handicapped  by  high-priced  labor,  San  Fran- 
cisco has  nevertheless  become  a manufacturing  center  of  great  importance,  now  ranking 
eighth  among  the  great  cities  of  the  United  States  as  a manufacturing  town.  The  latest 
official  report  to  hand  shows  the  following  improvement  in  the  manufacturing  interests;

This  shows  that  while  the  actual  number  of  establishments  has  decreased,  probably 
by  the  weeding  out  of  the  small  and  weak  concerns,  the  number  of  hands  employed  has 


materially  increased,  and  the  value  of  products  more  than  doubled.  Taking  establish- 
ments whose  products  are  annually  $1,000,000  or  more,  will  give  some  idea  of  the 
leading  manufacturing  interests  of  the  city,  and  while  these  tables  are  now  somewhat 
ancient,  it  may  be  added  that  the  past  year  has  shown  a marked  increase  in  many  lines, 
particularly  in  shipbuilding;  the  vessels  constructed  for  the  Government,  and  on  private 
orders,  having  given  an  immense  impetus  to  that  particular  branch,  and  in  many  other 
directions  marked  increase  has  been  shown.  According  to  the  records  before  referred 
to,  there  were  twenty-six  barrel  factories  turning  out  products  valued  at  $1,250,000; 
one  hundred  and  sixty-two  boot  and  shoe  factories,  with  a product  of  $5,000,000;. 
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seven  box  factories,  v ith  a product  of  $1,000,000;  twenty-four  breweries,  that  furnished 
beer  to  the  value  of  $3,950,000;  carriage  and  wagon  establishments,  to  the  number  of 
forty-eight,  and  adding  $1,200,000  yearly  to  the  city’s  wealth.  The  cigar  manufactories 
numbered  two  hundred  and  sixty,  and  the  product  was  valued  at  $6,900,000,  while  the 
clothing  factories  added  $6,000,000.  Coffee  and  spice  mills,  flour  and  feed  mills  added 
another  $6,000,000,  and  foundries  $7,000,000;  the  rolling  mills,  reported  separately, 
furnishing  $1,000,000  more.  Harness,  jewelry  and  shirt  factories,  sash,  door  and  blind 
mills,  tanneries,  tinware  factories,  scouring  mills  and  woolen  mills  turned  out  products 
valued  at  from  $1,000,000  to  $5,000,000  each,  and  the  sugar  refineries’  product  was 
valued  at  $11,000,000.  Agricultural  implements,  brass  foundries,  wire  works,  canned 
goods’  establishments,  chemical  works,  lead  works,  broom  and  trunk  factories,  type 
foundries,  and  many  other  industries  thrive  here,  showing  a wide  variety  of  interests  and 

enormous  valuation.  The  U.  S. 
Mint,  the  principal  one  in  the 
United  States,  and  the  navy  yard, 
until  recently  the  only  one  on  the 
Coast,  are  important  Government 
works  in  the  manufacturing  line. 
In  i860  the  amount  paid  in  wages 
in  the  whole  State  to  employees  in 
manufacturing  establishments  was 
but  $5,500,000,  and  the  value  of 
the  product  $23,500,000,  while  in 
1890  wages  paid  had  reached 
$35,000,000,  and  the  value  of  the 
product  to  $165,000,000. 

While  labor  is  still  dear  and  fuel 
high,  compared  with  Eastern  prices, 
yet  the  mild  climate  makes  unnec- 
essary the  expensive  apparatus  for 
heating  factories  in  winter,  and  the, 
debilitating  hot  weather  of  summer 
is  unknown.  A man,  therefore, 
works  more  steadily  and  is  able  to 
do  more  work  in  a given  lime,  than 
at  the  same  employment  in  less 
favored  localities,  and  the  expense 
of  making  him  comf  irtable  is  far  less  here  than  elsewhere.  While  land  transportation 
to  remote  districts  is  still  high,  the  waterways  of  the  State,  the  magnificent  harbor  and 
the  great  Pacific,  enable  the  manufacturer  to  get  raw  material  cheaply  to  his  works,  and 
ship  finished  goods  to  distant  parts  at  a minimum  cost. 

Although  but  a portion  of  the  coal  used  here  is  obtained  on  this  Coast,  the  mines 
are  being  rapidly  developed,  the  cost  of  transportation  reduced  by  the  employment  of 
steam  tonnage  and  modern  methods  for  handling  cargo,  and  the  lime  is  not  far  distant 
when  the  Coast  will  supply  its  own  needs  in  this  important  item  of  fuel.  Meanwhile, 
cargoes  of  coal  from  Europe,  South  America,  the  Atlantic  States,  Japan  and  Australia 
are  brought  here  at  reasonable  figures,  ships  sometimes  taking  it  at  nominal  rates  in 
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order  to  reach  here,  being  remunerated  by  the  paying  outward  freight  on  grain,  lumber, 
wine  and  other  products  of  the  Stale. 

The  labor  question  is  less  vexing  now  than  formerly,  as  the  immigration  of  the  past 
ten  years  has  increased  the  number  of  desirable  artizans,  and  decreased  the  undesirable 
element,  notably  the  Chinese  coolies. 

Better  banking  facilities,  lower  rates  of  interest,  and  a general  adjustment  of  affairs 
to  the  basis  of  the  East,  all  tend  to  improve  the  facilities  for  profitably  conducting  man- 
ufacturing enterprises. 

No  better  resume  of  the  inception  and  growth  of  the  manufactures  in  California 
has  been  made  than  that  which  will  be  found  in  the  history  of  the  Pacific  Coast. 
It  has  long  been  predicted  by  political  economists  that  the  manufacturing  interests  of 
California  will  eventually  surpass  both  mining  and  agriculture  in  volume  and  value  of 
output.  Although  this  prophecy  has  not  as  yet  come  to  pass,  its  fulfillment,  notwith- 
standing many  obstacles,  would  appear  by  no  means  improbable,  in  view  of  the  ever- 
increasing  supply  of  cheaper  labor  and  capital,  of  superior  facilities,  and  of  the  steady, 
if  slow  and  in  some  directions  still  inadequate,  demand  for  manufactured  goods  of 
home  production. 

The  main  check  here  interposed  has  been  in  the  high  cost  of  labor,  weighing  alike 
on  the  production  of  raw  material  and  on  refining  processes,  and  opening  wide  the  por- 
tals for  goods  from  Eastern  and  European  factories.  Certain  advantages  remained  with 
California,  by  reason  of  the  long  distance  from  these  sources  of  supplies,  brought  in 
early  days  by  the  circuitous  routes  over  the  Isthmus  or  round  Cape  Horn,  which 
involved  loss  of  time — then  of  exceeding  value — and  high  freights,  particularly  on  bulky 
and  dangerous  articles,  both  presenting  a wide  margin  for  the  application  of  costlier 
and  inferior  local  efforts  to  the  vast  resources  near  at  hand.  An  impetus  was  accord- 
ingly given  to  saw  and  flour  mills,  fisheries,  and  other  primary  branches  of  industry. 

The  sudden  expansion  of  a vast  traffic  gave  rise  to  wagonmaking  and  shipbuilding, 
the  latter  embracing  the  putting  together  and  the  repair  of  steamboats,  which  added 
important  departments  to  foundries  and  cognate  establishments  for  the  supply  of  mining 
implements.  The  large  amount  of  repairs  required  was  sufficient  to  give  a foothold  to 
a number  of  enterprises,  and  so  to  strengthen  their  means,  capacity  and  skill  as  to 
permit  the  acceptance  of  large  special  orders,  and  in  time  to  prepare  stock  for  the  trade. 

To  the  obstacle  of  high  wages  came  that  of  novel  features  and  conditions,  both  of 
which  the  self-reliant  American  undertook  to  overcome  with  characteristic  energy  and 
originality.  Thus,  in  mining,  a number  of  methods  were  evolved  of  such  importance 
and  scope  as  to  revolutionize  the  industry  and  extend  operations  to  unparalleled 
magnitude,  notably  in  placers  and  deep  mines.  Instance  the  development  of  the  sluice 
from  the  tom,  rocker  and  pan,  and  of  the  hydraulic  pipe,  which  enabled  one  man  to 
perform  the  labor  of  hundreds,  and  undertake  tasks  that  once  appeared  impossible, 
thus  opening  to  enterprise  new  fields  and  hitherto  neglected  regions.  A demand  rose, 
in  consequence,  for  peculiar  implements  and  machinery,  suggested  by  obstacles  and 
r-equirements  as  they  occurred.  This  served  to  retain  for  California  their  manufacture, 
and  to  attract  foreign  orders  for  apparatus  alone  invented  and  understood  here. 

Thus  it  is  that  the  foundry  business  of  San  Francisco  acquired  a vast  importance, 
notwithstanding  the  high  cost  of  labor,  and  the  necessity  of  importing  the  raw  material. 
The  dry  climate  and  special  wants  called  for  ditches,  aqueducts  and  windmills,  which 
gave  wider  opportunities  for  mills  and  shops,  and  led  to  such  inventions  as  the  inverted 
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syphon  and  peculiar  frames.  Deep  mines  demanded  novel  and  strong  machinery  for 
sinking,  and  hydraulic  pumps,  air  compressors  and  hoisting  gear  to  overcome  heat, 
water  and  distance.  Different  kinds  of  ore,  crumbling,  rebellious,  or  mixed  with 
tenacious  substances,  had  to  be  treated  on  different  plans,  and  crushers  and  amalgamators 
multiplied.  New  explosives  were  introduced  for  blasting,  and  extended  here  to 
submarine  operations.  A high-pressure  accumulator  facilitated  the  use  of  hydraulic 
power.  Rolling-mills  found  their  origin  in  the  accumulation  of  old  rails,  which  could 
not  profitably  be  exported.  The  lead  brought  to  light  in  the  search  for  precious  metals 
gave  an  opening  for  shot  towers  and  lead  works.  The  difficulty  of  mountain  transport 
and  the  irregular  topography  of  San  Francisco,  suggested  wire-rope  ways  and  cable 
roads,  which  overcame  the  difficulties  presented  by  hills  and  ravines. 

The  V-flume  did  a similar  service  for  lumbering,  by  giving  easy  and  cheep  access  to 
mountain  timber  scores  of  miles  distant  from  available  points,  and  hitherto  valueless. 
The  loading  chute  remedied  the  lack  of  good  shipping  places  ; the  adjustable  saw  tooth 
proved  of  great  importance  for  saw  mills,  and  the  triple  circular  saw,  the  logging,  gang- 
slicing machines,  the  guides  and  levers,  were  designed  in  particular  for  manipulating 
the  enormous  and  valuable  redwood  and  other  trees  of  the  State,  all  assisting  to  raise 
the  lumber  industry  within  its  different  limits  to  an  extraordinary  magnitude  and 
excellence,  the  fountain  head  for  a number  of  others. 

In  agriculture,  the  straw-burning  machine,  the  combined  harvester,  the  multiple 
gang-plows  and  a number  of  other  improvements,  have  tended  to  reduce  the  cost  of 
field  work  fully  50  per  cent.,  and  to  make  California  conspicuous  for  vast  and  cheap 
operations.  Her  superior  wheat  encouraged  the  grinding  of  flour  to  the  extent  of  more 
than  a dozen  million  dollars,  largely  for  export.  The  fine  malt  and  hops,  and  the 
difficulty  of  introducing  beer  by  sea  in  good  condition,  favored  breweries,  whose 
production  in  1888  exceeded  $4,000,000.  Fine  and  abundant  fruit,  vegetables  and 
salmon  led  to  the  establishment  of  numerous  canneries,  which  sustained  several  vinegar 
factories,  and  consumed  a large  proportion  of  the  $7,000,000  worth  and  more  of  sugar 
from  the  local  refineries.  Proximity  to  the  Hawaiian  Islands  for  raw  sugar  was  a 
fostering  factor.  The  excellence  of  the  chestnut-oak  bark  raised  tannery  products  to 
$3,500,000,  and  brought  a foreign  demand,  which  extended  to  saddlery,  shoes,  gloves 
and  belting,  with  a total  outturn  of  more  than  $6,000,000.  The  abundance  of  tallow 
and  other  substances  account  for  soap  factories.  A fine  quality  of  wool  and  a substantial 
weft  sustained  the  mills  against  many  adverse  influences.  Simplicity  of  fabrication  and 
nearness  of  sources  for  raw  material  built  up  jute  and  bag  factories,  while  paper  mills 
found  an  abundance  of  good  straw  and  rags.  The  discovery  of  antimony  brought  type 
foundries  to  the  front.  The  risk  and  cost  of  transporting  crockery  and  glassware  gave 
an  opening  for  potteries  and  glassworks.  The  possession  of  quartz  promoted  a special 
branch  of  jewelry.  The  lead  joint  for  water  pipes,  the  pneumatic  clock  and  the 
photography  of  animals  in  motion  are  also  among  California’s  inventions.  A number 
of  other  devices  might  be  named  which  have  contributed  to  her  fame  and  to  the 
increasing  development  of  her  resources.

This  company  manufactures  blankets,  cassimeres,  tweeds  and  flannels 
and  has  a reputation  all  over  the  world  for  the  extra  fine  quality  of  their  goods,  particu- 
larly the  blankets,  which,  whenever  exhibited  at  fairs  or  exhibitions  here,  or  in  the  East 
have  in  each  and  every  instance  carried  off  the  first  prize.  The  mill  is  located  in  the 
block  bounded  by  Bryant  Avenue  and  Nineteenth,  Twentieth  and  Hampshire  streets, 
besides  occupying  part  of  the  adjacent  block.  It  is  a two  story  brick  building  106x40c 
in  depth,  well  and  substantially  built,  and  a perfect  structure  for  the  purpose  intended. 
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It  contains  eight  sets  of  cards,  thirty-four  looms,  steaming,  dye  and  pickers  houses,  etc. 
It  employs  on  an  average  300  hands  all  the  year  around.  The  company’s  goods  are 
known  and  sold  all  over  America.  The  woolen  mills  were  built  and  were  estab- 
lished by  the  late  Donald  MacLeman  in  1880.  In  1881  the  business  was  incorporated 
with  a capital  stock  of  $400,000,  by  the  following  named  gentlemen;  Senator  Leland 
Stanford,  Wm.

They  are  a bright,  energetic  body  of  men  as  one  could  find  in  a day’s  journey. 

San  Francisco  and  Pacific  Glass  Works.  In  1863  Mr.  Carlton  Newman  estab- 
lished the  San  Francisco  and  Pacific  Glass  Works,  and  made  the  enterprise  a success. 
To-day  it  is  being  conducted  by  an  incorporated  company  with  a capital  stock  of  $1,000, - 
000,  and  the  following  officers;  S.  J.  Newman,  President;  James  H.  Davis,  Vice-  Pres- 
ident; and  George  Palmer,  Secretary  and  Treasurer.  The  works  are  devoted  princi- 
pally to  the  manufacture  of  green  and  amber  glassware  and  pay  more  especial  attention 
to  the  production  of  fruit  jars,  demijohns,  Newman’s  patent  box  demijohns^  and  drug- 
gists and  liquor  dealers  glassware.  Their  melting  furnace  contains  eight  pots  which  have 
a capacity  of  three  thousand  pounds  of  glassieach,  and’they  have  twenty-four  ovens  for 
annealing  the  glassware  manufactured.  Measured  by  a bottle  standard  the  works  have 
a capacity  of  twenty-four  thousand  bottles  per  day,  employ  about  one  hundred  and 
seventy-five  hands,  and  do  an  annual  business  of  somewhere  in  the  neighborhood  of 
$300,000.  They  are  situated  on  the  corner  of  Seventh  and  Townsend  streets  and  are 
the  only  glass  works  this  side  of  St.  Louis. 

The  output  of  the  San  Francisco  and  Pacific  Glass  Works  lanks  well  by  comparison 
with  the  product  of  other  establishments  of  a similar^character  and  the  enterprise  is  one 
which  the  community  may  be  proud  of. 

These  works  pay  particular  attention  to  the  manufacture  of  goods  from  private  moulds. 

L.  P.  Degen,  128  and  130  First  street.  In  this  age  of  invention  and  improvement 
in  labor  saving  machinery,  no  industry  has  made  greater  progress  than  that  of  the  man- 
ufacture of  leather  belting  and  raw- 
hide  lace  leather,  as  is  shown  by  the 
following  sketch  of  the  largest  and 
best  equipped  leather  belting  factory 
on  the  Pacific  Coast. 

L.  P.  Degen,  of  128  and  130  First 
street,  San  Francisco,  Cal.,  was  estab- 
lished in  1876,  and  from  the  com- 
mencement has  been  progressive  and 
always  adopted  the  latest  and  most 
improved  machinery.  We  shall  lead 
our  readers  through  his  First  street  fac- 
tory, and  explain  as  far  as  possible,  the  processes  through  which  the  leather  passes  in 
the  manufacture  of  belting. 

The  power  in  this  factory  is  supplied  by  a thirty-horse  power  engine,  built  by  the 
largest  iron  works  in  this  city;  the  steam  boiler  was  also  made  here,  it  being  Mr. 
Degen’s  motto  that  “home  industries  should  be  patronized.”  Therefore  he  has  pur- 
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chased  here  everything  for  his  factory  that  could  be  manufactured  here.  The  factory 
is  lighted  throughout  by  one  of  the  latest  improved  dynamos.  Most  of  the  hides  used 
in  this  house  is  the  product  of  Benicia  and  Santa  Cruz;  both  of  these  towns  are  noted 
for  their  excellent  tannage  of  leather.  When  the  pure  oak-tanned  hides  are  received 
from  the  tanneries,  they  are  very  carefully  selected  and  trimmed,  only  the  center  portion 
of  the  hides  being  used  for  belting. 

The  trimmed  leather  is  first  placed  in  a vat  of  water,  and,  when  thoroughly  soaked, 
is  taken  out  and  cut  into  strips  of  various  sizes,  according  to  the  thickness  of  the 
leather.  Then  the  pieces  are  thrown  into  a wash  wheel  to  be  softened.  The  leather 
is  thoroughly  scoured  by  machines,  which  process  removes  whatever  dirt  there  is  yet  left 
in  the  leather  after  tanning,  after  which  every  particle  of  flesh  is  shaved  off  by  the  shavers. 
The  leather  is  then  taken  to  the  top  drying-rooms,  where  by  an  ingenious  system  of  pipes, 
the  exhaust  steam  from  the  boiler  is  utilized  in  partially  drying  the  leather;  it  is  then 
taken  down  to  receive  a stuffing  composed  of  oil  and  tallow,  which  makes  the  leather 
pliable  and  tough. 

After  the  stuffing  has  penetrated  the  leather,  the  grain  is  set  out  and  smoothed  by  a 
machine,  and  from  there  taken  to  the 
stretching  machines  and  thoroughly 
stretched.  Then  it  is  finished  and  set 
out  by  a glazing  machine,  which  gives 
the  leather  a fine  polish  and  makes  it 
firm  and  solid.  All  the  leather  is  now 
hung  up  to  dry,  and  when  thoroughly 
dried  it  is  ready  to  be  cut  into  belting. 
The  leather  now  goes  to  the  cutter,  who 
selects  and  cuts  it  into  various  widths, 
according  to  the  quality  and  thickness  of 
the  belts  required.  It  is  then  sent  to 
the  belt-making  department,  where  the 
leather  is  carefully  selected  and  properly 
matched  to  make  an  even  belt;  every 
piece  is  marked  and  laps  split  on  each 
end  by  lapping  machines.  The  lapped  pieces  are  then  squared  at  the  joints  and  very 
thin  feathered  edges  put  on  the  ends  of  each  piece  to  be  jointed  and  cemented  together. 
The  pieces  are  now  ready  for  the  presses,  where  extraordinary  care  must  be  taken  to 
have  every  joint  properly  and  firmly  cemented  together. 

After  the  belts  are  cemented,  they  are  riveted.  This  house  has  in  use  several 
methods  of  riveting,  but  the  one  mostly  used  and  which  is  giving  excellent  satisfaction, 
is  that  manufactured  by  the  Corrugated  Rivet  Company,  (another  home  industry). 
This  rivet  is  driven  into  the  belting  by  a steam-power  machine,  and  clinched  in  such  a 
way  that  it  is  impossible  for  it  to  work  loose  like  the  old  style  copper  rivet,  the  burr  of 
which  cuts  the  leather;  this  improved  rivet  is  like  a stitch  and  does  not  cut  out  any  of 
the  stock  when  driven.  Many  of  the  customers  of  this  house  specify  the  above  rivet 
when  ordering;  it  leaves  the  surface  of  the  belt  perfectly  smooth  on  both  sides,  and 
makes  it  more  pliable  than  with  the  old  style  rivets,  and  also  holds  the  leather  more 
firmly  together.  After  the  belts  are  riveted,  they  are  coiled  up  and  the  edges  finished 
and  rounded  by  a powerful  machine.  These  coils  of  leather  belting  are  very  solid  and 
can  be  shipped  with  safety  anywhere. 
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We  wish  to  draw  special  attention  to  the  celebrated  Star  brand  of  belting,  manufac- 
tured exclusively  by  this  house.  It  is  made  from  carefully  selected  leather,  the  prime 
stock  of  which  is  used,  with  short  joints  or  laps  only,  and  receives  a special  coat  or 
dressing,  which  makes  it  well  adapted  for  high-speed  machines,  saw-mill  machinery,  etc.; 
it  is  also  pegged  and  riveted.  This  grade  of  belting  is  fully  guaranteed. 

Mr.  Degen  has  supplied  the  Buckeye  Mill  Company  with  a main  belt  forty  inches 
wide  and  one  hundred  feet  long,  the  Salinas  City  Mills  with  a belt  thirty-six  inches  wide 
and  162  feet  long,  the  Stockton  Gas,  Light  and  Heat  Company,  and  the  Oakland  Gas, 
Light  and  Heat  Company  were  also  supplied  with  extra  large  main  belts,  beside  their 
dynamo  belting. 

The  double  rawhide  belt  at  the  Keystone  Consolidated  Mining  Company’s  works,  of 
Amador  City,  is  twenty-eight  inches  wide  and  125  feet  long,  and  was  supplied  by  this 
house;  it  is  the  largest  belt  of  the  kind  in  the  State.  This  is  an  extra  large  rawhide 
belt,  and  although  it  has  been  in  use  since  January,  1886,  it  is  still  as  good  as  new  and 
the  pride  of  the  institution  that  manufactured  it.  This  house  selects  the  very  best 
material  and  employs  only  skilled  workmen,  some  of  whom  have  been  with  the  house 
since  it  started.

Messrs.  Arnett  & Rivers,  No.  17  and  19  Main  street,  San  Francisco,  are  the 
Pacific  Coast  agents  for  the  products  of  the  New  York  Belting  & Packing  Company, 
and  have  built  up  for  that  company  a large  and  lucrative  business  connection.  Of 
course  in  the  accomplishment  of  this  feat  they  have  had  the  advantage  of  representing 
the  largest  mechanical  rubber  company  in  the  world  and  one  whose  goods  have  an  es- 
tablished prestige  and  name. 

The  commercial  field  covered  by  Messrs.  Arnett  & Rivers  includes  the  entire  Pacific 
Coast,  China,  Australia,  Central  America  and  South  America  and  its  present  volume 
amounts  to  from  two  to  three  hundred  thousand  dollars  a year.  The  stock  carried  in 
San  Francisco  ranges  to  about  $100,000.

It  is  interesting  to  note  the  origin  and  growth  of  an  industry  that 
is  destined  rapidly  to  assume  national  proportions,  namely,  the  manufacture  of  a sub- 
stitute for  linseed  oil  called  “ lucol,”  that  possesses  all  the  good  qualities  of  linseed  oil 
as  a paint  oil,  with  the  added  advantage  that  it  costs  less,  looks  better  and  wears 
longer. 

It  has  been  reserved  for  a chemist  at  the  State  University  of  California,  Mr.  Adolf 
Sommer,  to  succeed  where  so  many  failed,  and  to  produce  at  lower  cost  than  linseed, 
a drying  oil  from  animal  oils  that  combines  all  the  desirable  qualities  of  a paint  oil  in 
a pre-eminent  manner. 

Lucol  gum  is  the  essential  constituent  of  the  oil,  and  that  gives  the  beautiful  lustre, 
to  surfaces  painted  with  lucol.  It  has  been  found  by  actual  experience  in  house  paint- 
ing that  this  lustre  remains  much  longer  than  with  linseed. 

The  first  oil  manufactured  was  in  October,  1887,  and  was  put  on  the  house  of  Mr.  J. 
C.  Rued,  the  well  known  leather  manufacturer.  This  house,  situated  at  1160  Eighth 
Street,  Oakland,  received  a second  coat  of  paint  mixed  with  lucol  in  June  1889,  but  a 
portion  of  the  first  coat,  now  nearly  four  years  old,  was  left  exposed,  and  is  still  in  first- 
class  condition.  Mr.  Rued’s  house  during  these  four  years  has  been  conspicuously  the 
best  painted  house  in  its  neighborhood.  In  April,  1889,  the  house  of  Captain  J.  N. 
Knowles,  1300  Alice  Street,  Oakland,  was  also  painted  with  lucol. 

The  actual  long  life  of  the  oil  was  demonstrated  by  its  behavior  on  the  two  Oakland 
houses  painted  in  1887  and  1888.  The  experts  without  exception,  reported  the  houses 
in  far  better  condition  than  they  would  have  been  had  they  been  painted  with  linseed. 

The  White  House  is  the  latest  public  test  that  lucol  has  thus  far  been  put  to.  It  is 
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pure  white,  a color  which  up  to  the  present  time  no  linseed  oil  substitute  has  ever  been 
able  to  stand. 

The  washing  characteristics  of  lucol  fit  it  particularly  for  all  kinds  of  marine  painting. 
One  of  the  steamers  of  the  Pacific  Mail  Steamship  Company  has  been  painted  with 
lucol  and  is  undergoing  a severe  exposure  to  daily  washing  to  thoroughly  test  the  value 
of  lucol  for  steamer  painting.  The  yacht  “Emerald”  was  painted  with  lucol  in  October, 
1890,  and  has  been  in  the  water  ever  since.  She  is  as  bright  to-day  as  the  day  she  was 
painted. 

The  Southern  Pacific  Railroad  has  made  most  elaborate  investigations  of  the  value 
of  lucol  as  a paint  oil.  Six  different  independent  reports  have  been  made  to  the  company 
by  its  own  experts,  all  concurring  in  conceding  at  least  equality  with 'linseed  and  some 
attesting  its  superiority  over  linseed.  A caboose  was  painted  (orange  chrome)  and  run 
thirteen  months,  at  the  end  of  which  period  it  came  into  the  Sacramento  yards  for 
overhauling,  having  been  in  collision.  It  was  pronounced  in  much  better  condition 
than  any  linseed  painted  caboose  that  had  ever  been  on  the  road  the  same  length  of 
time.  A new  depot  at  Tancred,  in  Yolo  County  was  painted  with  lucol,  giving  a finer 
looking  two-coat  job  than  had  ever  been  done  on  the  road,  and  saving  about  one-third 
the  pigment  generally  required  for  such  a depot. 

The  new  freight  cars  now  being  turned  out  at  Sacramento  are  being  painted  with  lucol 
and  a passenger  coach  is  being  painted  entirely  with  lucol,  without  being  covered  with 
varnish  to  test  the  feasibility  of  doing  away  with  the  present  expensive  system  of  car 
painting  and  varnishing  and  substituting  plain  straight  lucol  painting,  a fifty-cent  material 
taking  the  place  of  a four  dollar  material. 

Painters  are  rapidly  finding  out  that  they  can  do  better  work  at  less  expense  to  them- 
selves with  lucol  oil  than  they  can  with  linseed  oil.  When  the  general  public  has  like- 
wise found  this  out  it  will  accept  the  new  and  peculiar  smell  of  lucol  (while  drying  only) 
as  evidence  of  honest  dealing  on  the  part  of  the  painter  just  as  it  now  accepts  the  smell 
of  linseed  as  the  sufficient  criterion  for  first-class  work.

The  business  was  established  in  1891.  The  gentlemen  comprising  the  firm  are  reliable 
business  men,  and  highly  competent  merchants  and  millwrights.

August  Lutz,  metal  spinner,  is  located  on  the  third  floor  of  No.  lo  Stevenson 
street.  The  metal  spinning  industry  is  one  that  the  general  public  is  not  very  well 
acquainted  with,  and  one  that  is  not  carried  on  to  any  great  extent  in  this  city.  There 
are  but  five  metal  spinners  of  any  consequence  in  San  Francisco,  and  among  these  Mr. 
August  Lutz  ranks  first.  He  works  in  silver,  gold,  brass,  tin,  copper,  zinc  and  in  fact 
any  and  every  known  metal.  Almost  all  the  leading  firms  of  San  Francisco  patronize 
Mr.  Lutz,  including  Holbrook,  Merrill  & Stetson,  George  H.  Tay  & Co.,  W.  W. 
Montague,  and  the  California  Gas  Fixture  Co.  The  annual  business,  though  purely 
local,  averages  $5,000.  The  business  was  established  in  1867  by  Mr.  Fred  Schoener. 
In  1877  Mr.  Jacob  Bofinger  bought  it  out,  and  sold  it  in  1885  to  Mr.  Lutz,  the 
present  proprietor.  Mr.  Lutz  is  an  excellent  workman,  is  thoroughly  acquainted  with 
every  feature  of  the  business,  and  spares  no  pains  to  keep  fully  abreast  of  the  times  in 
every  particular. 

Joseph  Budde,  575  Mission  street,  is  a manufacturer  of  patent  water  closets,  slop, 
waste,  and  surface  hoppers,  closet  seats,  which  are  made  of  toa,  mohogany,  cherry, 
maple,  walnut  and  antique  oak,  highly  finished  with  nickel  plated  trimmings.  Mr. 
Budde’s  special  brands  of  closets  are: “Popular,”  “Golden  Gate,”  “Supreme,”  “Pioneer 
of  ’49,”  “Ocean  Spray”  and  “Cliff  Stream.”  It  is  a fact  well  known  to  students  of 
physiological  science  that  one  of  the  most  potent  factors  in  the  health  or  disease  of  civ- 
ilized commmunities,  is  the  freedom  of  the  dwellings  from  sewer  gases  which  are  the 
recognized  course  of  a number  of  acute  diseases.

Hence  one  of  the  most  difficult  problems  for  the  building 
trade  is  to  dispose  of  these  poisonous  gases,  so  as  to  have  the  home,  the  shop  and  the 
office  free  from  their  deadly  presence.  Thus  the  inventor  and  manufacturer  who  de- 
vises the  most  effectural  method  of  achieving  this  most  important  result  is  a public  ben- 
efactor.

At  his  new  place  he  has 
elegantly  fitted  show-rooms,  where  architects,  owners  and  builders  can  at  any  time  ex- 
amine his  make  of  closets.  Mt.  Joseph  Budde  was  born  in  Westphalia,  Germany,  one 
of  the  most  progressive  provinces  of  Germany,  where  he  learned  the  trade  of  manufactur-, 
ing  brass  goods,  commencing  in  1859,  and  continuing  fourteen  years.  In  1873  he 
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emigrated  to  America  and  went  to  Baltimore  where  he  obtained  employment,  first  with 
one  of  his  countrymen  and  afterwards  in  a tin  shop;  after  leaving  there  he  obtained 
work  in  a large  manufactory  of  gas  fixtures  and  chandeliers,  where  he  was  mostly  em- 
ployed in  metal  spinning.  He  arrived  in  San  Francisco  in  October,  1874,  and  se- 
cured a position  in  Clark  & Springers  brass  works.  During  the  several  years  that  fol- 
lowed he  made  several  changes,  the  last  few  years  being  spent  in  the  factory  of  Wil- 
liam Schmidt.

Several  of  these  Woodbury  high  speed  engines  are  now  in  use  on  the  Coast,  and  the 
, manufacturers  would  be  glad  to  furnish  information  in  regard  to  their  performances  that 
will  satisfy  the  most  skeptical,  that  this  engine  is  superior  to  all  others  in  its  class. 

The  Pacific  branch  devotes  time  and  attention  to  engineering,  convoying  and  elevat- 
ing work,  and  has  in  its  employment  competent  engineers  and  draughtsmen  to  plan 
and  superintend  the  erection  of  all  plants  put  in  their  charge.  They  make  a specialty 
of  rope  transmissions,  several  systems  of  which  are  in  use  by  some  of  the  largest  institu- 
tions on  the  Coast.
